MURDEROUS MARDl GRAS SPORT. 

A Matiulor (Jnred to. Death and .Still thn 
Audience Wevo Not Satlslled. 

Guanajuato, Mexico, March 12. — The 
bull fights and gambling that takes place 
just before Lent, have been marred by what 
would have been called a great calanuty in 
other countries. On Shrove Tuesday, or 
Mardi-Gras day, there was a great fight, in 
which more than oO men participated, and 
about 20 bulls were killed. In 
order to appease the demand of the popu- 
lace, the ollicials got together and sunt to 
the country for a bull, which was famed far 
and wide for its ferocity. This hull wna a 
small black brute, and appeared to know 
his atrcnglh and power. He widkcd lei- 
surely around the ring and paid no atten- 
tion to the banderileros, who cndeovored to 
attract his attention by Haunting red 
Hugs and throwing darts into his 
side. .Soon the mounted matadores 
appeared and rode up to the 
brute, which stood silently eyeing them as 
they api)roached. The banderiloes had all 
disappeared from the arena and thu mounted 
men were hnddled in one corner, as if afraid 
to approach thn animal, when the crowd 
began calling "Coward! coward!" This 
nerved the men to action, and one rode for- 
ward and made a thrust at the 
bull with his spear. The animal 
made a dash, and as the horse turned 
the bull caught it and throw it to the 
ground. The niatadoro was lying out- 
stretched, .and the bull attempted to core 
him to death, but, as his horns were sawed, 
ho could not do it. He then got his horn 
between the man's belt and his body, and 
dashed him up and down until life was ex- 
tinct. The other men stood as if paralyzed 
with fear, and not until the crowd nearly 
went wild with their shouts did ihey attack 
the bull. Tliey showed fear in every action, 
and their attack was so half-hearted that 
the bidl had no difficulty in getting at an- 
other horse, and this time ho killed both 
horse and rider. The other matadores re- 
fused to fight; the bull vrSa sent away to bo 
used some other timo.

Another American VerHion of the 
*i5ehrin{r Sea Situation— Seal- 
iufi: Interest Belittletl. 



Tempest in a Teapot Over a Caua- 
dian Revenue Cutter on 
the Lakes. 

London, March 11. — Lord Salisbury's de- 
lay in arranging for a Tttodus vivendi in Beh- 
ring Sea has been a matter of private con- 
sideration by the leaders of the Opposition, 
resulting in a decision not to move in the 
matter until the policy of tho Government 
appears more definite. Mr. ,1. W. Low- 
ther, parliamentary secretary for foreign 
affairs, says that the details of the recent 
negotiations have not yst reached the For- 
eign Oflice. The motive of fiarl S.ili3- 
bury's conduct is fouiul in tho promptings of 
.Sir Charles Tupper, who has been advising 
the Governinenl to show figlit against a re- 
newal of the iHdrlii.t l iremii, on the ground 
that it is not fair to Canada, as it will lock 
up capital now invested in seiilers. The 
platform of the extreme Tory organs of the 
country is ilead against Ijord .Suliabury lor 
rifcking a quarrel with the Unitcil States 
for the .sake of the small capital invested in 
the fishing boats. The Speidcer will indi- 
cate the atlitudj of the Libc'riils in arguing 
that the reasons that induced Salisbury to 
agree to the 7no(lii.-< rirciiili in 1891 apply 
with equal force in favor of renewal in 
1892; that if the Euglish government is 
confident of the strength of its cose there is 
all the greater cause to be content to await 
the decision of the arbitration tribunal, and 
to bo ready meanwhile to meet tho \^'ash- 
ington executive on a provisioDal arrange- 
ment. The diflicully causes no conunent 
among ministerialists, who rely upon Salis- 
bury's prudence, nor is a serious rupture 
with the United States thought possible on 
cither ,iide of the Ilonse. .S^disbnry's final 
acceptance of a inudii'^ rin^nili is held in- 
evitable. 

Wa.siiini:ton Cit\, March 11. — Two 
Uriti.sh vessels seized in Hehring .Sea lust 
year, for violating tho inotlns rifi.iiili, are 
saiil to be among the vessels that have 
already started tor the sealing grounds. 
The vessehs are the Otto and ]i. U. Marvin. 
As far as known, tho British (iovernment 
has not even instituted proceedings against 
them. On the other hand, the La Ivyinfa 
and lOtiiel, two American veaaels seized for 
the same oll'ense, were libeled and con- 
demned by the U. S. Court. 1'here ia con- 
siderable adverse oomment in otiiciul circles 
regarding tho radically dill'erent action of 
the Governments in mutters in which at tho 
time they were supposed to be in full accord. 

With reference lo Canada's supposed in- 
fraction of the treaty of ISI7, forbidding 
warships on the lakes beyonil a limited re- 
servation, tho colonial oilico's advices divest 
tho action of the Dominion Government of 
the importance the cable dispatches attri- 
buio to thn matter. According to these ad- 
vices only one Canadian vessel was built, 
ileaigned for the lighthouse lorvice, and 
now destined to watch for smugglers on tho 
lowest entrance. A potent factor guiding 
Salisbury's policy to harmony with the 
Washington government is the fact that on 
the eve of u general election it ia impossible 
to risk incurring popular anger by allowing 
arbitration to collupae at a moment when it 
appearsj to be on tho verge of succees. 
.Since Mr. Cromer's niotinn in favor of a 
permanent treaty of urbilration witli the 
United .States was iiuleliintely pnatpoiied 
under pressure of government l)U3ineB3, a 
report has been circulated that Lord Salis- 
bury has received private aaaurance of the 
readiness of the American government to 
negotiate such a treaty. The Liberals ac- 
cei>t tho report as true, and if tho session 
lasts beyond Faster Mr. Cromer will reuow 
the motion. In tho event of earlier disso- 
lution it will be brought up as early as 
possible after tho assembly of tho now pur- 
liamont. Memorials in favor of tbo treaty 
have been signed bo 126,000 workingmcn.

Mr. K'irle's views on tho liehring Sea 
<lueatioii cabled to England say: "The 
([uestion of jurisdiction or ownership of the 
seal fisheries of Bchriog Sea should be de- 
tcr.mined beforo any action be taken toward 
protecting tho seals. If the Americans h'vve 
no jurisdiction over these waters then the 
laws which aubject seal protection to the 
Americiin congress are null and void and in- 
capable of enforcement. Until tho court of 
arbitration has declared that tho United 
States has a jurisdiction over the Bebring 
Sea seal fisheries it is absurd for Great 
Britain to agree to the enforcement of vegu- 
latinns made by Congress for the protection 
of such fisheries. " 

The British Columbia members condemn 
Mr. Wilmot's action at tbo Fisheries Com- 
nnssion, with the exception of Mr. Gordon, 
who thinks that the cannera want too much.

BELGIUM'S COLLlERif DISASTER. 

Its Kxtent Greater Than Believed— No Hopes 
fur Two Enndretl and Seventy 
Ulners. 

BiiUssEL-s, March 12. — The news from 
the Anderlucs Pit, this morning, shows 
that the disaster is even worse than was 
believed, last night. Lnte, yesterday, 
while the searchers were at work, they 
labored under tho greatest dillieulty on 
account of tho fumes in tho pit, instead of 
diminishing, got worse. In the lower gal- 
lery, the debris and tho carcasses of forty 
horses block the approach to the gallery 
where the bodies arc known to be. It is 
now ascertained thot 270 persons were 
v.-orking in the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion. Most of them were at woric in the 
two galleries where the greatest damage 
was done. Mining exports say In all pro- 
bability every jjerson working iu the lower 
gallery must bo dead, and few are expected 
to bo rescued from the upper gallery, which 
is filled with deadly gases. Thirty bodies 
have been recoveretl. There is little abute- 
meiiL in the excitement about' Charleroix.

London, March 12.— The great colliery 
strilic, which has been threatened for some 
time, was formally begun to-day. It ia esti- 
mated that fully 450,000 miners are idle, 
and unless the trouble ia speedily settled 
the number will be greatly increased within 
the next fow "days. Belgian shippers are 
sending coal to the Tyne und the Thames, 
which ia cxpect(;d to arrive on Monday, 
when the coal porters will attempt to pre- 
vent tho discharge of tbcso cargoes. One 
of tho results of the split among the North 
Wales miners is that men working in Flint 
will not go on strike, but will work -not 
more than five days a week. Wooden bar- 



ricades arc being built around tho montha 
of various pits in Durham, inside of which 
none of tho minors will be ollowed. i It ia ' 
believed that at the coDferenoe,.to ' be held 
on Wednesday by t)ie Miners' Fed<)rotionV ' 
it will be decided to limit the holiday<t»- 
one week and to reabrlot the output of cbi^ 
during the summer. Ail the colliers in 
Durham, Lancashire, Cheshire and York- 
shire are idle. The miners of Scotland, 
South Wales and Northumberland are worki 
ing quietly, but are prepared to go out if 
necessary.

The ,Cook Street Sew«r Acta In'fa ' PerfteeUy 
Satlsfliotorlly Uanuerl 

Yesterday afternoon, a representative of 

the Coi,o.Ni.sT went with a gentleman ^con- 
nected with the sewerage system to the 
uuuibolc at the corner of Cook and View 
streets and wua there shown the fact that 
the Cook street sewer, notwithstanding the 
opinion of many croakera that its grade waa 
too slight to nun anything off it, acted in a 
perfectly aatiafactory manner. For sev- 
eral weeks people liavo noticed the bog and 
morass at the corner of Vancouver and 
View streets. The whole place was 
flooded out by last winter's heavy rniiis, 
and it waa decided to leave the manhole at 
that corner open, so tliat nil the water 
might drain oil through it into the View 
street sower. 

Y^esterdiiy morning it was decided. to tap 
this Bowcr and let the accumulated body of 
water run off down tho Cook street main to 
Moss street. With lliia olijcot llio con- 
nection WHS made, and the authorities 
waited anxiously for their viiidicntiou us 
tho volume of water rushed out into Cook 
atrcet and poured down the second main. 
L'or eevcnd minutes the big flow would havo 
driven the liquid up tho sewer in any 
event; but soon tho rush came down to a 
light stream and then it was dis- 
tinctly seen that everything worked 
splendidly, the Conk street connection ooii- 
iinuing to draw off all tho water, until at 5 
o'clock in the evening, tho water bog at tho 
corner of View and Vancouver streets had 
gone down ton feet from the surface and 
was fast subsiding at midnight. 

It may bo mentioned that the Cook street 
main pi opor extends down to the junction 
with Souihgate street, and has a grade of 
I iu 800 with an eighteen inch pipe. The 
View street pipe iaa 15-inch, with a slightly 
bigger grade. As the Cook street grade is 
tho lightest on the whole work, and as this 
is the first experiiiient that has been made 
as to its ability to c irry tbo water, it ia sat- 
isfactory to know tbiit it 1ms been conclu- 
sively proved that every sewer in the .sya- 
teni ia laid properly and true to levels. 

It is proposed that tliu manholes at the 
corner of View and Yancouver, and at View 
and Cook streets, should riinain open for a 
month in order to subdrain tho whole of the 
flooded part of the city at the first corner, 
and it is uo doubt hoped by tho residents of 
that neighborhood that this will be done.

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• GROUNDLESS SUSPrOIOiVS. 

The Times is a good deal exercised over 
the loan. Following in tlie footsteps of tho 
Leader of the Opposition it tries to create 
tho suspicion that there ia something wrong 
about the business — that there is some 
money that has not heen accounted for. It 
is crident that it has not gone over the 
.(figures which the Hon. Mr. Turner laid 
; ' Itefore the House. That would be too much 
trouble. It is a great deal 'Easier to in> 
sinuate doubts than to malca calculations, 
it says first that there is S34-,000 missing, 
hat immediately afterwards finds that $19,- 
000 of the sum is accounted for and sagely 
•onuuirea what has become of the remaining 
f 15,000. If it had examined the papers 
that were laid before tho House and made a 
simple calculation it would have seen what 
had become of lliat §15,000. The fact is 
any ono who has even a alight Unowled^'e of 
figure? can see from the iuforination that 
the Finance Minister laid before tho House 
bhab every dollar of the proceeds of Llie 
loan is fully and satisfactorily accounted 
for. There is nothing in the whole trans- 
action, from first to last, that is " unex- 
plained." Mr. Turner ha.s taken tlie House 
into his confidence, and \vc venture to say 
that every man In it who is capiblo of 
understanding tho operation and Im.s en- 
quired into it, is perfectly satisfied that it is 
correct and straightforward in every par- 
ticular. 

From the exceedingly vugue way in which 
ilie Times hiis discussed this Loan (jnestion, 
it is aliuniinully plain that it knows no- 
thing whatever about it.

BRAVE WORDS. 



The San Francisco Chronicle in an article 
on "The seal question," says: — "What 
the United States wants, and what slic will 
insist on, ia the absolute stoppage of all 
sealing In Behring .Sea until such time as 
the seals may be restored to their former 
numbers, and tills, of course, mu&t include 
pelagic as well as land sealing." These be 
bravo words. We would like, however, to 
know when the United States got tho right 
" to insist " and who gave it that right. 
This is tlie snag that all tho jingo editors in 
Sun Francisco and elsewhere run foul of. 
They assert with the utmost coo6dence that 
the United States has rights in Behring Sea 
that no other nation in the world exercises 
over a body of water of equal size and 
Biniilarly situated. It is singular that these 
gentlemen do not yet see that the United 
States Government when it agreed to sub- 
mit its claim to the right to insist as to 
what may be done, and may not be done in 
Behring Sea to arbitration, admitted that 
the claim is open to question, and that it 
is possible that It possesses no such right. 
We cannot think that men so intelligent as 
are the editors of the San Francisco p.ipers 
do not see tliis quite clearly. What sur- 
prises us, is that they have not the courage 
or independence to toll their readers the 
simple truth plainly. It is not surely their 
mission to pander to tho prejudices of the 
ignorant and tho unthinking, and we hardly 
think th:it It is their interest to create a 
false public opinion with regard to this 
Behring Sea matter. Whether it is from 
want of knoiylcdge, wane of courage or want 
of principle, wo cannot undertake to say, 
but not one of them that wo have seen has 
permit teil it to he niulerstood that there is 
the slightest doubt as to tlic v.didlty of the 
•American claim to exclusive jurisdiction In 
Behring Sea. 



THE AMERICAN WAY. 

The Canadian reader of tho telegrams 
from Washinglun, respecting the dUputc in 
the House of llepresentatives on the duly 
on uool, %vould la: leil lo conclude that since 
tlie opposition to the retention of that ihity 
is so reasonaljle and so sirong it mu-it Ije 
taken oir iniinedlalely. Bnl no such thing 
\i at all likely to happen. H a ln.rge major- 
ity of the representatives of the people of 
tho United States were opposed to the re- 
tention of that duty, and if there was a 
majority in the Senate of the .same mind, 
there would he little chance of il's being 
taken off. The President has the power to 
keep it on, and if it is the policy of the Re- 
publican party to ret>iin tho MvKinley tarilT 
unimpaired, he would not scruple to exercise 
that power. His veto could bo overruled by 
a two-lhirds joint vote of the Legislature,

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A LITTLE UNPLEASANTNESS. 

Any disagreement between the Leader 
-of the Government and tho Speaker of tho 
Legislative Assembly ia greatly to be de- 
plored. Both gentlemen occupy imporlant 
positions in the House and in order that 
mutters may run anioolhly, it ia necessa.-y 
that there should ho a good understanding 
' between them. The Le&der of the House 
does not occupy the position of an ordinary 
aicmber. He, besides performing the duties 
of an ordinary representative, has charge of 
the business nf tho House, It is easy to see 
then, that he baa a right to expect more 
than ordinary attention from its presiding 
officer. This applies in a modified sense to 
the Leader of the Opposition. Tho Speaker 
generally finds some means of knowing 
-what course the Leader of tho House in- 
tends to pursue on oooaaioiis of more than 
asual importance, The debate on the 
Budget Speech ia one of these occasions. 
The Leader of tho Ooverninent ia generally 
expected to speak in courao of that debate, 
uud we are not surprised to^ find that Mr. 
"^Robson was annoyed when the motiofi 
to resolve the House into Committee 



hut not if a Single nie;;iber 
nuniiier were wanting. 

There is a largo majority in what we call 
the Lower House in favor of a revision of 
tho tariff. The election of tho full of 1800 
resulted in a sweeping condemnation of the 
fiscal policy of tho Administration. If 
such had been the result of a general elec 
lion In Canada, the policy that hail been 
condemned by the popular vote would be 
changed, and the Government whiuh 
had formed that policy would have 
been forced to rcalgn. The whole 
administration would have been changed 
Inside of a month after tho election 
rcturna had lieen gazetted. I'^lfect would 
have been given at once to tho wishes of the 
people as expressed at the polls. This 
shows that in Canada the people are the 
maatera. No fiovernment daro attempt to 
resist their will after it has been expressed 
in the constitutional way. 

But It is very diirerent in tho United 
States. Although tho people at tho polls 
some seventeen months ego condemned the 
trade policy of the Government that policy 
is still in force, and any attempt that the 
representatives of the people may make to 
change it at all meterlally ia certain to be 
futile. And this state of things must re- 
main unchanged until after the next Presi- 
dential election. Yot tho Americans boast 
that in their republic the people are sover- 
eign. Nearly-two years ago they expressed 
their wishes with respect to the tariff, but 
the tariff is still unchanged, and will re- 
main unchanged, whatever may happen, for 
nearly a year longer. 

The aame slate of things exista with re- 
speet to tho free coinage of silver. There 
is a majority in both the House of Bepresen: 
tatives and the Senate in favor of free coin- 
age, yet if the ' bill now before Congress 



passes both Houses it will not become law. 
Tho President will no doubt veto it, and 
there are not enough members In favor of 
free coinage to make it law over the Presi- 
dent's veto. Here wo have the one-man 
power strong enough to override ma- 
jorities in both legislative bodies. 

A FRANK ADMrSSION. 

The Portland Oregonian is one of the 

American newspapers that never joined in 
the jingo cry respecting the alleged rights 
of the United States in Behring Sea. It 
believed that the claim to exclusive juris- 
diction over that sea is untenable, and it 
had tho courage to give expression to its 
conviction. It is therefore quite consistent 
when it says : 

"Tho treaty providing for arbitration of 
matters in dispute between the United 
States and Great Britain in Behring Sea i 
understood to cover the original five points 
of Mr. Blaine and to contain au additional 
section providing that whatever agreenjent 
shall l)e reachcil for International prolec 
tion of tiV.'.il life in Behring .Sea shall oper- 
ate also for protection of the herds while 
traversing llie North I'aclllc. This invcdvea, 
of course, surrender of Blaine's iiiiteiiable 
contention that B^'hring .Sea is nni'-<) rliiu- 
■■iiiiii and tho eat ihlishmenl of our entire 
claim ufon the coniin Jii inter(!.st of all 
comniercial nations in the preservalloii of 
seal life from extinction. This being ll 
clear motive of the tiealy, It Is harder than 
ever lo conipreheiul why Lord Sails' ury 
should refuse to reiiow the mo'ln.i rifindi 
and thus expose the entire sealiiii; iniluslry 
It extinction before the arbitrators shall 
liave lime lo consider tho (luestlons in- 
volved. It is unlikely that the Senate will 
ratify the trealy until some assurance is 
given by (Iroat Britain that the affair will 
not have this abjurd ending." 

It would not be so hard to understand 
why Lord Salisbury refused to consent to 
the continuation of the modiut vivendi, if it 
was known that he sees now that h« 
was deceived lust year respecting the 
numbera of tho seals frequenting 
Behring .Sea, tlie nature of the methods of 
the pelagic sealers, and the danger in which 
the seals are of being e.v terminated. We 
believe that Lord Salisbury was deceived 
on all these points, A cry was raised, the 
object of which la easily under.'itood, that 
the seols were rapidly diminishing. It w 
also asserted that tho methods of British 
sealers were moat destructive, that they 
killed and wounded a great many more seals 
than were secured, and that, consequently, 
if measures wore not immediately taken to 
prevent this destruction of seal life, there 
would soon bo no more seals in Behring 
Sea to kill. 

Since then, a British Commission, com 
posed of intelligent and honest men, have 
visited Behring Sea, seen the rookeries and 
conversed with men acquainted with tho 
habits of tin; seal and the practices of the 
seal hunters. Lord .Salisbury, has, 
doubt, seen their report, and he now knows 
what every intelligent and observant man, 
who has been in Behring Sea, has found 
out, namely, that the seals are very num 
erous in that sea, that the methods of the 
pelagic hunters are not destructive, and 
that the seals are in no danger, whatever, 
of being exterminated this year or next, 
or any number of years. If we do not very 
greatly mistake, the Brili.sh Premier has 
fo und out that he was humbugged by the 
American alarmislM, last year. He is well 
informed this year, and this is why be will 
not consent to an arrangement which he 
ll aa been convinced Is wholly unnecessary. 
Besides, the eoncisiioii be is willing to 
make lo tlie Americans, is not, by any 
means, an insignificant one. To leave the 
Americans a reserve in that sea, over sixty 
miles in diameter, appears to us as much 
as any reasonable American can rc(iulre. 
It should never he forgotten that the 
Amei'icins have not pruvr.l that tliey 
possess any unuauil rights in Behring Sea. 
This, ihe Oreg onian freely admits. 



MEUClEli NOT A MAUTYR. 

A good man who has suffered in a 
righteous cause, or even in a cause which he 
coualdered righteous, is entitled to the sym- 
pathy of honest men. And to do human 
nature justice, such a man in the day of his 
udveraity ia treated with kindness and con- 
sideration e\ en by those who believed ll to 
their duly to oppose hlin and lo do their 
best to bring about his downfall. Honest 
conviction ia entitled to respect, and it gen- 
crally^ in tho end, gets what is its due from 
men of all opinions. But when the exposed 
cheat or thi! convicted thief puta on tho air 
of a niarlyr anil uses the language of an iu- 
oeeiit man snCering for righteousness' sake, 
bis appeals to Lhe synipalliy of the people 
lie nothing but disgust in healthy und 
well regulated minds. 

Mr. Mercicr is not a martyr. He ia some- 
thing very much lhe reverse. When, there- 
fore, ho assumes the altitude of an Ill-treated 
and unappreciated patriot, and when he 
."peaks of tho Ingratitude of those whom his 
niisdoinga compelled to oppose him, ho 
merely increases his disgrace by forcing 
those who turned against him to give their 
reasons for withdrawing their support. 

When a public man acta In audi a way 
that hia former friends cannot, conslalcnlly 
with their principles and with a due regard 
for their own credit, continue to support 
him, tho leas he says about questions of pub- 
lic policy after liis downfoU the better. This 
was tho case with Mr. Morcier'a supporters. 
He had acted in auoh a way that no honest 
man, und no man who wished to bo consid- 
ered honest, could continue to support him. 
Political conaiderationB had nothing to do 
with tho immense defection which the poll- 
ing, on Tuesday, showed had taken place. 

Mr. Mercier had been proved to be, as a 
representative of the people, unworthy of 
trust. Ho had cnuntenancnd n shameful 
misappropriation of public money. He, in 
abort, waa, provioua to tho election, found 
guilty of being what is called in these days 
u boodler. It. waa the conviction of his 
guilt that caused the great majority of the 
people of Quebec, in town and country, to 
vote against him. This they did, in very 



many cases, in tbe fade of strong "personal 

and political predilections in his favor. 
These electors believed in his party, they 
believed in bis ability, but they had lost 
faith in his integrity. They f^lt that it was 
their first duty to oppose Meroler — to pun- 
ish a publio servant who had been proved 
to be unfaithful. It was foolish in Mr. 
Mercier to reproach these men with ingrati- 
tude. Men are under no obligation 
to countenance dishonesty, no nut- 
ter how close their relations had 
been with the dishonest man or what 
favors they had received at his hands. 
There may be honor among thieves, but the 
principle, whatever it may be called, which 
keeps thieves true to each other has no force 
as between them and honest men. 

In the same way it wos worse that absurd 
for Mr. Moroier to profess to bo filled with 
zeal for the preservation of the constitution 
and with a deslie to assert the rights of the 
people. There are, no doubt, thousaiiila in 
the province of (Juebec who do not believe 
in govcrnmenl by Lieut. -(lovernor, but 
neither do they believe in government by a 
boodling premier and his colleagues and 
agents. When the electors had to choose 
between au arbll rary or an indiscreet Lieut. - 
ilovcrnor and a dislioiicsl ministry it did 
not take them long to nuiUe the selection. 
Thoy wisely chose tho least of the two evils. 
ICvery one must admit that it is far better 
to have a Lieut. -Governor who strains the 
constitution in order lo gel rid of advisers 
whom he has good reason to believe are 
dishonest, than to have a ('abinet the lead- 
ing member.-) of which had been proved to 
have couiilenanccd and benelitted by cor- 
rupt practices. So glaring were bis offences 
and so clearly were they proved that Mr. 
Mercier must himself feel a respect for the 
men who In spite of party and personal 
considerations did not hesitate to condemn 
him and to drive him from power In dis- 
grace.

Seeing that llr. Mercier has richly de- 
served the fate that has overtaken him, 
and that he has really nothing to say why 
sentence should not be passed upon hiin, 
his appeal for sympathy was a glaring mis- 
take. Tho spectators feel a sort of respect 
for tho criminal who hears the verdict of 
the jury unmoved and who awaits the sen- 
tence of the judge with calmness and forti- 
tude; but they have no sympathy whatever 
for the prisoner who, when found guilty, 
whines iuid tries to throw the blame upon 
others who are not in any way reapousiblc 
for his offending.

Mr. l)e Cosmos, tho more easily to 
make himself clear, produced some largo 
maps of the locality through which 
it is proposed to build the road 
wliich were hung on the walls of the 
commilteo room. On being asked to pro 
ceed, ho said that the schiinc was oiio, as 
he shinilil show thorn, worth a great deal of 
assistance, which ai'Sislanco tho promoters 
conlidoiitly expocled to got, not only from 
tho niunicipulily of Victoria, but also from 
the Provincial and pDuiinion Governments. 
When tho ro id was built and in working 
order, people c uuld gel from Victoria to 
New WeKluiinster, over a route US miles in 
length, in two hours and thirly-tliree inin- 
utos. or, leaving out stoppages, two lunirs 
and four niinules. Of this travelling, there 
would 1)0 15 miled on land and '2'A on water. 
For water transit, fast and luuidsomo steam- 
ers, cipablo of making twenty miles an 
hour, were to bo put on. In addition to 
these, there were to be transit vessels, capa- 
ble of carrying forty railway carB,thu8 doing 
away with tho necessity of transhipinont.

(From our Own Corrosnondont) 

0tt.\w.\, March !>. — Tho E.ondon election 
case has been tho principal topic wliicli has 
engaged the attention of Parliament during 
this week. It cannot be said that Mr. Mills 
and his Liberal coadjutors, who have 
forced the matter on tho attention of tho 
House, came through the ordeal in flying 
colors. On tho contrary, in tho opinion of 
unprejudiced men, the (ioverinnent 
has shown to decided advantage, 
and Sir John Thompson has stamped 
himself as being a clever and 
astuto leader. Mr. Hyman, the opponent 
of Hon. Mr. Carling, in London, came to 
Ottawa ut tho beginning of the weak, and 
remained here persistently urging his 
friends to come to his assistance. The 
Grits are anxious to get the seat for Lon- 
don by hook or by crook. Amongst Con- 
servatives tho desire, so far as 
I am able to guage tho feel- 
ings of members by personal communion 
with tliein, is to pursue a atraiglitforwurd 
and honest course. Mr. Curling has a ma- 
jority of lOi). The question, however, of 
tho legality of I'i.'j voles oust for him has 
still lo be deei<led, on difl'erent |>oints, by 
both tho returning ollicer and tlio county 
judge. Sliouhl tho decision be given that 
these votes, w hich were marked on the lists 
with an "A," signifying that tlioy wore 
ajipealed, bo thrown out, Mr. Carling will 
be left in a minority, and in that case right 
thinking men — and this is the view which 
prevails amongst Conservatives — hold that 
Mr. Hyman will bo entitled to the 
seat. The tactics of the Opposition 
this week were designed to iiilluenco the 
returning ollicer and the county judge in 
their decisions, und in addition to elicit 
from Sir John Thompson an expression of 
opinion as to the policy which those ollicors 
should pursue. The M nister of Justice, 
however, is too old a bird to ho caught by 
such chair, and ho emphatically declined to 
be led into tho trap. Tho Grit attack col- 
lapsed ignominioualy, and the Opposition 
will now have to content themselves by 
watching the course of events. The 
inconsistency of the stand taken 
by the Grits will readily bo seen 
when it is borne in mind that not many 
months ago these gentlemen wero bowling 
with all their might and main because hun- 
dreds of young men who had arrived at 
adult ago were deprived of the opportunity, 
as the Liberals alleged, of voting at the gen- 
eral election of 1891, that contest, as your 
readers aro well aware, having been brought 
on before the revision of the old lists could 
take place. Now, the strange spectacle is 
seen of the forces of the Opposition 
being employed in a characteristic attempt 
to disfranchise scores of young men in 
London. Put it wa.s ever thus. Tho Re- 
form party is not noted tor its c.insistency, 
and ill the itand which the (jrits aro now 
taking, they are simply following out their 
old time policy. 

MUI.OUK ATTAt'KS TllK .IDUlCIAKV. 

Before I dismiss this question, I ought to 
refer to tho outrageous attack made by Mr. 
Mulook, on the judiciary on Thursday 
night. The member for North York, 
by his conduct, earned the supreme 
contempt of his broliier members, 
and for the las', two d.ty.i he has been 
iioing round like a whipped cur. In a sen- 
tenc, Mr. Mulock Siiid th,;!, he understood 
the ("nnnty judge hud dt;tc!"inineil to count 
.Ml'. Ccu liiig in, ine.spi ctive of llio {'ipiily of 
the CISC. -Such a scuml.i lou.-t assertiunc luld 
not be allowed to |iass unnoticed, und there- 
upon .\1 r. .Speaker intimated th.il tho ol). 
S' rvalion w;is unp irlianieiitiu'y, and thil if 
.Mr. Mulork had lo bring any c'li.ugeb 
ag.iiiiat .Indgo IClliolt he must ilo so by wuy 
ol impeuchment. Then rcjse " the Knight 
of the Rueful Counleiiaiici','' ' and, 
in a voice (inivering with rage, jiro- 
teated against tho Speuker'ii ruling. .Suid 
he, if nuunberb were not allowed to c.xpi'ess 
their views on the adn.inistrulion of justice, 
it was a strange doctrine, ami ho would in- 
sist that the .Speaker's ruling sluiiihl be 
tnkiui down. There followed the neatest 
ci)llupL:<' of .Sir Richard that bus been seen for 
many a day. 'j'he Speaker c|iiielly took up 
P.ourinot und read from page 4-12, second 
I'dition, where thoautbor says : " Tho rules 
for tho two Houses aro only in- 
tended to protect their own mein- 
bers, und consequently any retlec- 
tfons on persons outside cannot be strictly 
considered as breaches of order. But tho 
■Speakers of tho English Commous, now 
always interfere to prevent us far as they 
can, all pcrsonul attacks on the Judges ami 
Courts of .Juslice." This was a seller for 
Sir llichard; it was a regular black eye; and 
he look good care not to insist ibat the 
.Sj',eaker's ruling bo recorded. The! [lUges of 
I liiii^iiril , however, will bo a hisling nionu- 
iiienL 1 o the foolish position which he us- 
.snrr.ed. 

TllK AI)I)UE.S.S IN UlirLV. 

The debates in the Senate and Commons 
on the address wero both short, but the 
worthy Senators succeeded in furnishing us 
with a sensation by tho bolt of Senator 
Boulton. How that gentlemen came to 
obtain a seat in tho Upper House, goodness 
only knows. At any rate he is there, and 
knowing that he is now perfectly irrespoii- 
aiblo, ho cornea out in his true 
colors by kicking over tho traces and 
practically avowing himself as a 
Grit. Mr. Watson, tho lone Liberals, 
re|)re8enlative in the (Commons, west of 
Lake Superior, claims credit for Mr. lioul- 
toii's conversion ; hut from all that can bo 
heard tho niomber for Marquotlo appears to 
have bad a very pliable instrument to deal 
with. Mr. Boulton is an aspiring man. No 
sooner had ho got into the Senate than he 
began to think that cares of Scato devolved 
upon him and ho yearned for a Do- 
partment. Failing to socuro this ho caino 
down a step or two, and when 
" Brother" Davin commenced to make it hot 
for Conmnesinner Herclimer, Mr. lioulton 
jiesterod .Sir John Mucdonald to make him 
CommisHioner of Mounted I'olico. Action 
not being taken in that dircelioii Iho worthy 
Senator oast around for another position, 
and when poor Sam Rod'-on died he jmt in 
a claim to bo nmdo Warden of Stoney 
Mountain Penitentiary. Mr. Boulton failed 
to socuro this position and therefore utilized 
the debato on the address in the Senate to 
signalize his disapprobation of the Gov- 
ernment's course. In tho Commons four 
very pleasant speeches were delivered, tho 
discussion being noteworthy on account of 



tho very able address from Mr. Northup, 
the young member from East Uuatings. 
His speech was one of tho best maiden ad- 
dresses that I have over heard in my ten 
years in the Gallery. It was rich in matter, 
well delivered, and indicated that tho new 
member is not only a man of education, but 
a thinker and a scholar. Mr. Northup will 
make his mark in tho House. 

JlYH-EI.KCTIONS. 

Hon. J. C. Patterson will receive a grand 
welcome when ho returns to Ottawa. He 
is ut present engaged in conducting the 
campaigns in Monck and South Perth, 
where tho Conservatives have good fighting 
chances, although it seems hardly likely 
that Brother Trow will be defeated in the 
latter constituency. In (iueboc also, oloc- 
lions are in progress, and tho chances arc that 
the Government will mako gains there, As 
the House of Commons ia conatituted, to day, 
tho Govoriinicnt has a majority of .10. There 
arc, however, 1 1 seats vacant, of which two, 
lironio and Montcalm, wero represented 
previously by Coiisorvatives, and the other 
nine by Ijiberals. If all tho constituencies 
remain us before, tho House will stand — 
Miniateriiilists and 83 Opposition, a majority 
ot 49, but when the elections have all been 
held, it ia believed that tho actual majority 
v.-ill approximate 00, or nioro than double 
that of last session. 

THE n. c. CEXSfS. 

Mr. George Johnson is bu.sily engat'od 
preparing the census bullet in of Hritish (Col- 
umbia. 1 uudcratauil the bulletin will con- 
tain a reference to tho doubts which have 
been raised as to the accuracy of tho count 
in your province, the ollicial returns only 
showing tho population lo liavo inereasod 
from ID.bV.I, in KSSI, lo «7,()1'2 in 
1S91, with one district in Northern 
Caribou lo hour from. This increase 
is in tho face of tho fuel that ihe Indian 
population shows a decided tendency to do- 
ereaso. Mr. Johnson says that the increase 
of IIS per oeut. is a very good rale, and, 
tested by uny of the special tests under 
which tho accuracy of tho census 
is tried, the B. C. returns of 
population appear to be accurate. The 
number of families has increased by cx- 
uctly the some percentage as tho number of 
inhabitants. The number of habitations 
has increatied by 103 per cent, 
as against an increase of OS per cent, in 
the number of families, this diircrence being 
easily accounted for. According to Mr. 
Johnson, it is due to tho greater prosperity 
of the country causing less crowding These 
testa are the very best, he says, that can bo 
applied and indicate in his judgment the 
substantial accuracy of the atutemenl of 
population in B. C. The decrease in the 
population of Cariboo from 7,-oOO in 1881, 
to -1,970 in ISill, is attributale to tho fall- 
ing oir in tho mining population. Cor- 
responilenco with tho provincial ijoveruniont 
in regard to tho taking of a new census of 
tho cities is still in progress. Tho depart- 
ment baa not heard anything with regard to 
tho re((ue3t to have tho complete returns of 
the enumeration undertaken by tho city of 
Victoria forwarded lo Ottawa. Mr. John- 
son says, if tho Victoria books uro sent here, 
he will have them compared, name by name, 
und house by bouse with the official census 
taken in April last. 

TUE CATTLE QUARANTIUK. 

I hare noticed in some British Columbia 
papers statements to the efft'ct that the 
alarmist rumors respecting tho agitation to 
induce the Govorninent lo enforce the (piar- 
antiiie laws in regard to United States cat- 
tle entering Hrilish Cohnnbiu, aro lurgely 
manufactured by newsp iper men. If such 
un idea really prevails I ho soon^.r your peo- 
ple abuse their minds of it the better it 
will be for them. 'The renewal of the agita- 
tion came from I'aigluml, l.nit it is shrewdly 
anapected that llio inspiration e.niio from 
ibis side ; ut any rate tho agilntion ia now 
at its full force. I telegraphed you a few 
days ago in reference to tho deputation of 
ranchera who are kicking ugainst the Gov- 
ornnient's desire lo conipil them to jiur- 
cliaso their lands in Alberta in order that 
the '. -overnment may bo free to dispose of 
tho unpurchased lands to settlers and to 
moot tho subsidies accorded to tho 
Calgary and I'Mmonton and other 
railway companies. This was the 
primary ohjecl ot the visit of this influen- 
tial deputaiion to Ottawa, but they did not 
neglect to put in a peg for themselves, with 
a view to their own profit, by urging the 
importance to Canada of a strict enforcement 
of the quarnntir., laws on cattle entering 
I'ritish Coltiuibiu. In connection with 
this agitation, there is this aspect 
to be considereil, inmely, that Pro- 
fessor McISaohren, tho chief veter- 
inary inspector of tho Dominion, is promi- 
nently interested in a ranch in Alberta, and 
as it is to the interest of the Northwest 
r'auchinen to lind a market for their beef in 
Ihitish ('iilunibia, yoiu- people need not 
wonder lliut iht enforceriienl of tho (iiuiraii- 
tine laws rca^eivcs Pr of. ,McF icliren s n\t 
j)r-o\-al. lieforethis letter rtaclies Puitisb 
t'olundjia it ia pi idiahle that tin- miunliei s 
from your province will have taken nniled 
action with a view lo securing u continnain'O 
of the suspension of tho regulations so far 
as British Columbia is concerned.

The disparity in weight was creator 
than that between Sayers and Heenan, 
Pritchard entering the ring at 156 lbs. 
whilst his opponent weighed nearly 200. 
Kitziimmons has declared his intention of 
meeting but one more opponent, the Eng- 
lish champion, and then retiring from the 
ring. Pritchard, on his part, is p.erfeotly 
willing to accommodate the ex-New Zea- 
lauder, but their meeting may be delayed 
by Pritchard having first to lowbrthe colors 
uf Johnny O'lSrien, tho Welsh middlo- 
wciglit champion, wliose easy viotorics over 
Alf Hall and Kd. White have inspired his 
backers with the desire to pit bini against 
tho I'higlish champion. When I'ritchard 
and Fitzsimmons meet it will be a battle 
between tho representatives of two great 
schools of pngilism, the Australian jibbing 
and the English bull-dog tighter. Filzsiiii- 
nions is taller and has sliiihtly the longer 
reach. In all his b.ittles he has defeated 
his opponents by continuous and persistent 
punithmiiit. Piitchaid is an estremcly 
hard liitler, very clever, and his longest 
battle so far has lasted four rouinla. When 
they meet, aa they finally nui,-t, Fit z-iiii 
mons will undoubtedly be a btrouLj tavorito 
among tho American sporting puljiic. 'I'liat 
ho will meet with his Waterloo is more 
t''an probable, and he will do well if his long 
reach and shifty tactics enable him to with 
stand the onslaught; of tho Lambeth lad for 
nmre than ten roundf .

Arrival in Victoria of IhP Discoverers of the 
Famous Slncan Lake Blch .Mln- 
IniT Lonntluus. 

John (!. McCinigan, J. J. Hennessey and 
S. S. Hailey are the luunos of three gi nt le- 
mon now in the city from the upper country, 
tho lirst two nameiJ being the iliacoverers or 
locators of the lirst mining claim in the now 
fa:nou3 Slocan lake propuriy, while Mr. 
Bailey is a practical miner, also largely in- 
terested in Koolenay mining property. 
W it bin the next few duys these gcutleniou 
go back again to Spokane Falls and will 
complete all arrangements to get down to 
hard work as soon as the season opens. 

Talking to a C01..ONIST reporter, yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Hennessey said that just as 
soon as the snow was off the ground in the 
Slocan lake country, he and his partners will 
got to work on their locations, " The Noblo 
live," as tho quintette of claims is known. 
Through the enterprise of tho Kaslo City 
people, a trail about seventeen miles in 
length, has been nnulo from Kaslo, on 
Kootcnay L;iki-, to Fish and 11,'ar Lakes, 
about five or six miles from the Noble Fiic, 
and just as i-.oon as possible, this trail will 
be continued li.i^ht up to the minis. It 
will afi'ord the most feasible route for 
shipping all the ore and minoral finni that 
section of the country, out to Kootcnay 
Lake, and from K ilso, there i^! water com- 
niunication with Bonner's Perry, where the 
Croat Northern can be taken Ivist or West, 
or to Nelson, wiiero the V. P. U. is access- 
able. From Kaslo the ore can also be 
ahipprd very conveniently to the new 
smelter at Pilot Hay. This will make 
Kaslo the distributing point for all the 
miners within the area of some twenty-five 
miles, and there are now within that 
radius, from 75 to 100 locations. 



COMJIERUL\ L FAKAG U APILS- 



A meeting of the dry goodj section of the 
Toronto Hoard of Trade was held a few days 
ago to discuss the bearing of the law re- 
garding chattel niortgagoi. The acci'iited 
opiinon on this matter is that challLl n.ort- 
gages are tcio often ti-cd for frauilnlent pur- 
poses. A eonnnittec appointed at the last 
meeting brought in a report, nnd aftt-r dis- 
cussion the committee was instructed to 
arrange an interview with the Attorncy- 
Ceneral wilh the \ \i:w of securing legisla- 
tion which will act as a remedy. Aiiotlier 
(i\icstion dealt with at this meeting was tlie 
bhortciung cif credit. A ccnnmiltijo v. Iiicli 
hud been considering the matter presented 
a report, which was favorably received, 
but final action was deferred. It is pro- 
posed to shorten terms of credit, provided 
the agreement will be unanimously signed. 

There never was at this season of tho 
year in California a brighter outlook for the 
farming interests. Among the many dis- 
patches received by tho .San Francisco Bul- 
letin, there is not a single complaint from 
farmer, slook-raiser or fruit-grower. Tho 
rains have fallen at proper times, in unfli- 
ciont (luantily, and planting and pruning 
have not been intcrlercd with to any ex- 
tent. The growth of grain is i|uickcned, 
and a very large area has been planted.

'I'lio features of 
the hill lixing the basis on which paid-up 
insurance shall be issued and the surrender 
charged uro substantially tho samo as thoso 
of the Massachusetts law. 

The London, England, Chand)er of Com- 
n.crco recently sent a circular to tho lead- 
ing financial and commercial houses, with 
reterenco to Mr. Coschen's currency sclienie. 
Out of 300 replies, 200 are in favor of the 
issue of £1 notes, with an increase of the 
gold reserve in the Bank of ICngland. Thi.')

Carpinffs and Criticisms of 
;tlie Opposition; 

'V ■•■ 

TlirPreraier Shows Up in its True 
Liglit, the Kal8ity of Their 
Critics' Position. 



Owing to the fact that Friday evening's 
session of the Logiahituro was so loiigihy, 
keeping up until 1:10 Saturday morning, 
it was impossiblj to <;ivo along witli the 
regular House report, the tuU and able 
speech of the Preniiur, Hon. Jno. llob- 
»on, in coutimmtiun of the debate on the 
Budget. As it developed during the 
-Gourseof the Proinier's rjiuirks. Mr. 
Robson was, through an error of Mr. 

1 Speuher, Bpeakin^ out of order and his 

■ reinarka were not concluded, but will 
ho finished uj) the next time ilie motion 
13 put to go into Coiiiiuittuo of Supply. 

The I'leniier, who was received wilh 
Applause, said : "I will not have 
occasion to occupy the attention of the 
House for a very long time this evening 
for the very simple reason that during 
the whole course of the debate on the 
Budget Speeuh, there has been little or 
nothing said in cs-iticisui of that speeoli, 
which is worthy of rup'y. But ia bo- 
giniiing my ruiiiarl;s 1 wish to say for the 
information of the lion, member fur 
Wes niinster district, who has expressed 
his displeasure that I did not at an earlier 
itagQ of the debate, rise to state my views 
on these important matters now under 
•consideration, that 1 propose to cliosu 
my own time to speak either in this 
Ho'iso or <jut of it. 1 never knew be- 
fore and an> not yet informed that any 
hiin. gentleman on the other side of tlie 
House had any right to diotato to nie 
when and en what subjects I should 
speak or whether 1 should speak at all or 
aot. (Applause). 

Now with regard to the debate which 
has taken place, 1 shall refer first to 
remarks made by the hon. reader 
of the Opposition ( Mr. Beaveii). Not 
that ho said much that called for reply- 
in fact he said very little and 1 must say 
that 1 havd no recollection of any 
occ-ision of this kind during the many 
years he has occupied a seat in tliis 
lloiiso, wheti ho made such a weak, such 
!\ miserable attempt at a criticism of a 
Budget speech. 1 suppose, Mr. Speaker, 
that the reason of that is the fact that lie 
(Mr, Beaven) iinds the position of the 
Government so strong, and the statement 
of the hoH. Ministef of Faaiice, so lucid 
and clear and explicit that ho (Mi. 
Beaven) can have nu jjossible ground fcir 
complaint, no point on whicli to assail 
UB- But notwitlistanding this fact, there 
wore some remarks lie made that call for 
a coi tain amount of attention. He stated, 
gir, and tried to make a good deal of 
capital out of the fact that th« I»ublic 
Accounts Committee hatl not met this 
session or last session. And whose fault 
was that 'I I must say that J think it is a 
most extraordinary thing that the hon. 
loader of ihu Oppusaiun,did not discover 
before the elo,«o of the session that this 
Committee had not met last session. 1 
think if ho noticed that the Committee 
had not met, and he tells the Houao that 
ho did notice it, it was his clear, plain 
and m»«if.-8t duly to have called the at- 
tention of the House and the attention of 
the country to that fact That lion, nen- 
tleuian has been a proniinen: figure in 
this Uou.so for a nuuiber of yeaiH, and 
has been also for a imuib r (;f years an 
active member ef the Public Accounts 
Committee, and he surely mu^t have been 
grossly neglecting his duty to the country 
in not calling attention to the fact that 
during the last session of the House that 
Couiuiiltee never met. It is truly a re- 
markable fact that for the first lime, he, 
yesterday, drew atteulion to the neglect 
(Applaus.). 

Then again the ho-i. loader of the Op- 
position chose to impugn the freedom of 
■chion of members > f the Print iug Uoui- 
mittee. He said that this laimittee 
ahmg with the Pub ic ;\ceouni;i nimit- 
teowaa in the power and under the contr. 1 
and direction of the CJovernment, and, 
further, that it was the policy of the 
Government to cause them to neg'ect 
tliBir duties and fur party purposes to 
conceal the true facts if not to falsify the 
records. Those were serious charges, 
very serious charges for the hon. geiUlo- 
man oppokiio to make, unless he was 
prepared to stand up in this House and 
prove what he said or at the very least, 
adduce some sort of evidence of some 
kind to sliew that th^re was even the 
most flimsy ground for such a 
suspicion. 1 wtis in hopes that after 
having heard the remarks on th'n matter 
of the hon. loader of the Opposition, lioii. 
meud)ers of this H luso who constitute 
thtjso two'iiiiportant committees, would 
have risen in their places and declared 
bha falsity — the utter falsity of those 
charges. 1 can &;\y, sir, that I am not 
aware iha' any sug'^resti n of the kind the 
loader of tlie Opposition has insiiiua ed, 
has been maile to the menil)ers of either 
of lliuae eoinmitlees inid in fact-, sir, 1 
am confident that no member of the 
Government gave any intimation or sug- 
ges ion in any way whatever to any mem- 
ber of euher couunittee that it would bo 
even pleasing to the Government to have 

.any uiformation withheld. .1 think, sir, 
that if there has been any neglect of 
duty at all it has been the nOL'lect of tho 
leader of tho O[)position, and ho must 
have forgotten liis usual 8nn.so of fairness 
in making such totidly unfounded 
charges. (Applause), 

Besides all thiu, sir, ho did moro. 
Teaterday wh«n the Finance Minister 
doHvored hii able and lucid Budget 
speech, I fully expected the hon. loader 
of tho 0[)po5itiiMi to get up and compli- 
ment the Governuent on ;ho excellent 
showing they had made. 1 certuinly ex- 
pected, and in fact it was tho least thing 
lio could have done, that he should Iiavo 

■complunented my hon. friend, the 
Finance Minister, on tho subject. But 
did ho do so? Not at all. Instead of 
that he tried to bdittlo tho work done by 
the Finance .Vliniator and ho charged hini 
most unjustly, and 1 thought most un- 
fairly not to say meanly, with having 

,(ouaded his own trumpet, Sir, was that 
• fair oritioisra ? Was that a fair way to 
jittabk tho hon. Finance Minister after 
kit Buocessf ul ellbrta to issus khs In- 



scribed Stock of the Province, and jo 

plaoo our credit high up on the 'list in 
the money markets of tho world ? I can 
tell that hr)n. gentleman (Mr. Beaven) 
that when I had ihe first intimation that 
my hon. colleague, the Finance Miuistor, 
was proposing to go to London to lluat 
the loan 1 was very doubtful of tho pro- 
priety of such a move being made at that 
particular time, and in my anxiety lest 
any mistake should be made, 1 co;'- 
aulted with aomo eminent financiers ni 
other portions of the Dominion. 
(Opposition laughter). Amongst other 
gentlemen with whom 1 talked 
earnestly on the subject was Mr. Ciairt- 
ney. Deputy Minister of Finance of the 
Dominion of Canada, a gentlomiui, of 
the highest reputation as a financier —I 
repeat sir he ia one of tho highest finan- 
cial .lutliorities iu the Dominion (Govo n- 
uioiit applause). Mr. Courtney had just 
returneil from L iiulon after having failed 
to fiiiat a loan fiU' the D.iuiinioii of Cana- 
ila though he had been three months in 
England endeavoring to do so. I con- 
sulted als.. Hon, George E, Foster, Fiu- 
aiico Minister of the Dominion of Canada 
and other prominent financiers besides 
and (hoir utianiinoua opinion was that the 
lime was an extremely inopportune one 
for British Columbia to go on the 
London money markot and make 
any attempt to fioat a loan, 
I sttvted fully to them what wo prop'tsed 
doing and told them the nrice at which 
wo proposed to put our Inscribed Stock 
ni the market that is three par cent, at 
SO and tliey pooli-poohod the idea and 
said it would 'Certainly be a failure. ^\ liy 
sir Mr. Uourtiiey told mo he had not 
only failed hiiuaelf in ondeivoritig t" 
Dominion loan, but that 
the representatives of other colonies well 
known in the money ma kets and 
Uready rated high on the lists, had 
failed, and he said ho thoui;ht it was a 
piece of presumption for British Coliim- 
liia to try to got a loan when other col- 
iiiies bettor known and much more m- 
lluontial had failed, 1 expressed great 
loubts as to the success of iho loan and 
must say that I very reluct ntly con- 
sent <'d to tho Minister of Finance i.'eing 
to London, All this being considered, 1 
thought ho (Mr. Turner) waa very nuKlesi 
in taking little or no credit to himself in 
his iible and interesting speech. That 
speech, to my mind, cont.iined not a 
single thing flivorin<: in the sligh'cat 
degree of sidf-gloriticati n, and 1 think it 
was — -well, 1 will not say very mean, but 
certiiinly it waa not in very good taste for 
the hon. leader of the Opposition to use 
tho belittling remarks he did, and further- 
more to make fidso statements as he did. 
(Applause), 

And that, sir, waa not tiie worst. I 
refer now to some remarks made by tho 
hon. leader of the Oj)|)ositiiui wherein ho 
charged the hon. Fiiiaiice Minis'er with 
being a thi f. He accused tho Finance 
-Minister of pocketing suiue of the pro- 
ceeds of the £200,000 loan which should 
liavo gone into tlio Piovincial Treasury, 
Ho cleaily antl jiointedly suggested that 
the Finance Minister or one of his part 
nera had some of that money i" his 
pockets. Such language used across the 
iloor of this House, sir, ia most indecent 
and unjust, 1 won't say contemptiblH 
and di.sgtaceful, hoctiuse that mighi be 
unparlianientary — but 1 can hardly con- 
ceive of anything more mean .ad more 
uiiw ortliy of the mall. 1 never listened 
to such a |iroiioHteri 'US cbar'.,'e in tins 
House or anytliing like ir, and 1 hope 1 
never will again. If tho Inui. leatler of 
Opposition thinks the Finance Mmiater 
or a"y of his partners has any of that 
nioney, he should bo man enouiili not to 
make these underhand insinuations but 
to iininodiately institute |)iiiceeilitiga in 
the proper channels of which he ktiows so 
well, and .atoiiee lin l (mt if there is auy- 
thi g wrong. (Applause). 

But sir tho fact that the leader of tho 
Opposition would make such a ch.irgo, 
simply shews to what fri;^litful straights 
the O|)i)ositi(in are reiUiood when liny 
are coiniielled to adopt such an uiHceinly 
r.nd ill ailviseil line of aigument, 1 "as 
re.ally sir beginning to llattor myself that 
the hon. leader of tho Oijposition w;ia 
behavinir himself bettor. He has appar- 
ently sir been on Ins ^'ood behavior so far 
this .session (lain^htei) and it was more 
tluii an ordinary siirpriso to me to hear 
his unjust, and basehs-i .attack on the I'm- 
ance iMinister. Is he (,Mr. Beaven) get- 
tini; like that [iroverbial bird and t yim; 
to foul his own nest? Is he tryiinz 'hdi- 
berately tp injure the credit of the I'l"- 
vinco at home and abroad ? If so, if that 
was his studied and deliber.ate inteiilion 
he could have taken no more ccutain 
course 111 an to insimiate th.at a portion of 
that £2(^0,000 loan has been pocketed by 
either my hon. colleague the Finance 
Minister or b^' hia p.irtnors. If thelmn, 
loader of the Opposition will n'Jt in a 
manly spirit take back his charge, let 
him then into details and ileiii nd a 
full oiiqniry, 1 say .'•ir that tills is the 
nroper course for hiin to inir.iiie ami I f'T 
my part, and for the (J.ivornnientas well, 
[iledoe myself to .shew no inuicy if it can 
be shown in the slightest de<rree t r in any 
way that there has been any such (lis- 
_'raci fiil conduct as he insinuates which 
would put the (Joveinmeiit of this Pro- 
vince on the same jilaiio as that of the 
Province of Quebec with its disgraceful 
record ( i|)plause.) 

Now taking up for a moment tho re- 
marks of tho hon, member for West 
itootenay, 1 want to deal with Boino 
statements lie(Mr, Killie) has made. In tho 
first place, sir, ho made a persimal .attack 
on Air. Clnis. li. Taylor in connection 
with tho Slocan Lake resiirvo ma' tor. 
That hon. gontleiuaii (Mr. Kullie) undur- 
atanda that ho can say those things with 
impunity in this House, but, sir, if ho 
would repeat hia statements outside the 
House he would bo sorry for them, ho- 
cauao I am satisfied Mr. T.aylor would 
not alknv thorn to paai. lam sure the 
tnomber for West Kootenay has not fully 
realix.od what he has done. Ho has said 
in thia Houso what ho dare not say out- 
side of it. Let me tell him for his infor- 
mation that L have had the pleasure of 
knowing Mr. Taylor for quite a number 
of yo.-ira now. 1 know him when he was 
manager or tho B.mk of British North 
.\merica in Vancouver, and from infor- 
mation I have received since that time I 
understand and am satisfied ho is still 
tho honorable and respected and es- 
teemed man ho wsb in Vancouver. (Ap- 
plause), Tho West Kootenay member 
iiad aho charged that tho Government 
did not deal with these hind reserves im- 
partially. Lot mo toll him that tho Guy 



West Kootenay, and they have also 
placed vesorvoa on over a million of acres 
of land in different parts of the ])rovinoe. 
What is more, too, I want that hon. gen- 
tleman to understand that tho Govern- 
niHiit proposea to deal with the reaervo 
in Kootenay in the same way Lnat wo do 
with other reserves. Wo make them, 
sir, when wo feel that it is in the inter- 
ests of the country to make them, and 
wo remove them in exactly the same way, 
and we shall continue to do so juataolong 
as this Government is in power. (Aji^ 
plause). That lum. sontleman seems to 
have a groundless idea that we should be 
strictly guided by him and his advice in 
any matter that treada cm his toes 
whether ho is right or wrong. I want 
him to understand that this ia a popular 
government of tho people and for the 
interests of tho peoiile and that wo pro- 
pose to do our duty in the future as we 
have done it in tho past. (.-Vpplause) 
Tho men who have gone in on tlio Sloean 
Lake pro|)erty a .d who have made their 
pre-empti(ni3 and have in this reap ct 
complied with tho leipiirement.s of the 
law-, will get their claims under the pro- 
visions of tho new Land .Act, arid I again 
repeat what I have already on a |)revnius 
said viz : that this Government will do 
that which will inniire to the Ijest, pos- 
sible good of the country. (Applause), 
There tn.-iy be some townsites iind doubt- 
less there will bj, ami when the Goverti- 
nient sues fit in the interest of the 
country to open llieni up, wo will do so, 
1 think that both Mr. Taylor and Mr, 
Ellis in thoir letters to the Govoinment, 
strongly urged upon us that if there were 
any tounsitis to be put uijon the market 
they shoiil I be put on the market by the 
(iovernnient. Fuithermoru. the Mem- 
ber for West Ko(jtemiy charged that tho 
Government had placed the reserve on 
Slooan Lake lands simply and solely on 
the recommendation of Mr. Tayhtr. The 
(iovernmetit, 1 wish to say, did no'liing 
of the kind. _ That is a rasli and unjn.sl 
Btat'Uiiont. Tine tlio Government had 
received a letter fr.iin Mr. Taylor but be- 
fore that letter was received or con- 
bideied at all tho Guvetmnent had fully 
considered the mat or and had come to 
the conclusion that it was in the public 
i terest that a reserve should bo ])ut on. 
It is folly for him (.Mr. Kellie) to attempt 
to iuisre[)re8ent the Government in that 
way and to tdlego that the (b.venmeiil 
did wrong bectiuse, as ho said, it acted on 
Mr. Taylor's advice. Lot mo tell him 
(Mr. Kellie) that if Mr. Tayl r had never 
written that letter at all tho Govern- 
ment would have acted just the same and 
the reserve would have been put on. The 
membei for West Kootenay is young to 
say the least of it- very yoiin-.,' iuileeil in 
parliamentary usages :>i- lcuowledi,'o of 
how conatitutional government is con- 
ducted or he would never make such bail 
breaks as he has made so ftaapieutly of 
late. The hon. member (M.-. Kellie) 
yesterday regretted that there was not a 
practical miner in tho Cabinet. It 
occurred to mo tit tho time that he 
ihoui^ht he was just tho kind of a man to 
lie in the Cabinet (l.mgliter) with his vast 
knowledge of mining and mining laws. 
(Renewed laughtei). The hon. member 
claims to be a good, practical miner but 
his experience does not extend bej'ond 
one single adventure. Ha never 
woiked" a claim ex -opt one when he 
succeeded in getting capit.-ilists to i)Ut 
STo.OJO of their good money into a mine 
our, of which they wore .able to take ex- 
actly S7o. (AnplaiHi-).

Hon. Mit, l{oi!<o.v : 1 know what I am 
talking .-ibont, and a gr.-at m.aiiy hon. 
iiieiiiljers of 1 his House' kn')W t lia"t what 
1 s iy i-i a matter of liist.iry and that the 
hiui. meinbor for West K.ioteii-.y is in- 
debted to the celebrity ho i^nined over 
this one pinglo mining ailventure for the 
honorary title he now boars "Put Hole 
Kellie." (Laughter). These, Mr. 
Spcidscr, are historical facts which can be 
proved, (Keli nved laughter.) .\nd if he 
were in tliu L'.ibinet, as lie would no 
doubt like to be, he would perh.ap.i be 
e to ^et .-i good 111 my ni u-e capitali.sts 
,'o int(j more ventures of this kind, 
but that sort of business would not re- 
Hound to tho credit of the country, 
Furthermoro he (Mr, Kellie) stated that 
no inember of the (i.,vern:iieiit li.-id even 
wn in tlie Kootenay countiy and 



well understood wishes of tho people ns ex-

The eoiintit ui-neies, tho olcetora, are 
slow bat sure in punishing the reercant, 
and the lion, gent li inan received his 
punishnnMit. If.i oscp d as by a hairs 
breadth bi iiu; K:ft boa e at the last general 
elections, and that by a man who had never 
eanvussed the district e.xeipt for ten days 
or 3 1, and who would liavc, without doulit, 
beaded the poll had he \)?an longer iu the 
contest. I think the less tho hon. gentle- 
man ojiposite aiiys about " sharp curves " 
and " lack of policy," tho bettor for him- 
self (laughter ) Then the hon. member 
sang the old taniiliur song aliout the com- 
parative receipts aud exponditurca in the 
dilfereiit districts. It ia characteri.stic of 
the Opposition that this ia tho only song 
they (11 s-ing, but they sing it well, and, 
every year, when tho estimates como down, 
they iif^aiii sing tho aanio old dirge about 
comparative receipts aud expenditures.

eneiiniboicd with milliuDa of stocks eold by 
foreigners which they never calculated 
upon. If Kurupo ttkes back these stocks 
liny will, ho much relieved, if not th«y 
will have more to sell, and when thia 
iiiiloading ]iroct sa starts in Wfi may 
expect Hoiiic lividy and erratic movements.

has sullicud to liijaidate lipase debtor items. 
There ari.ies from tl '.'se facts the iirc- 
sumptioii th.it, sinee till ■leHinidng of 1 S'.)l , 
eonaiderably over 100 ini..iOiis of our seeiiri- 
liea have been retnrned tioMi l'au"ipe ; for 
the credit balance has unipiestionably b"eu 
settled, and there ia no other way in which 
it could have been done except, by the re- 
turn of stocks, bonds, etc. This reflux of 
our seouritieg datea from tho period of the 
eiiactmertt of tho last Silver law, w hich 
(loiiblt'd tho Government purehasesof ailvcr. 
It is eoinoideivt with an opinion everywhere 
entertained iu European financial circles, 
that tho bias of popular opiniou iu this 
couDtry indicated a gravis piaailiiltly that 
our currency system might become subject 
to a gMiieral depre .'i it ion of value, 
which would correspoiidiiiely (limiuisb 
the value of all onr aecuriiiea not n a-le 
specifically payaljle iu gold. It is then 
nothiiiL; more than inii,dit he expected that 
our obli^;atioiia should lie returned in ex 
traordiiiary amounts, and the more so us the 
Ntiw York market has bci n iu a cnuditioii 
to take tbcin without siifleriiig serious re- 
action. Over one liiiudred iiiilbona of aecur- 
itics returned within fourteen monilis ! 
This is the slatlling fact just dawning upon 
the percepliou of Wall street; and it natur- 
ally Biiggeata some very grave in(iuiries; 
such, for instance, ua how much gold aliouhl 
we luivo had to ship iu payment for these 
returned securities, had we not been favored 
with an exkraordinsry surplus of cero&la 
which Europe happened to need? how arc 
we to pay for any further auiounta that may 
be HO returned ? what dimensions may thia 
futuru influx of invostmouts asaume, should 
the mania of free coiuaRO continue to 
control the course of Icj^islation ? and 
with only some $30,000,000 of gold ia the 
Treasury, outaldo tho required rosorve 
against greenbacks, where ia the gold to 
eomo from to aatisfy these two possible 
foreign drains ? 

It is thus seen that the oilvcr mania is 
brinjjing ua much nearer to a perilous verge 
than it ia pleaaant to contemplate, and that 
uulnss the madiicas of free silver agitation 
can in some way lie stayed, we may wituesi 
a serious disturbance of publio confidouce 
much OMlior than has been supposed poa- 



aihle. Under these circumstances tho main 
hope of Wall Street is in the possible for- 
mation of an International Conference to 
settle the whole silver problem upon a 
broad and sure foundation. Secretary Fos- 
ter's visit to Europe for the understood pur- 
pose of conference with tho British Govern- 
ment ia therefore hailed with great satia- 
fiiction, as afloidintr tho only way of escape 
from grave poBsibilitiea.| 

A PRINCELY PHYSICIAN, 

Sir IMnrel Mackeiizio'a houaehold ex- 
penses were largo.

A DUKE'S ALLOWANCE. 

The lato Duko of Clarence received an 
annual allowunco of fifty thousand dollars 
from his father. In addition to this, the 
duko had his pay as a major of tho Tenth 
Hussars, amounting to fifteen shillings a 
day, with tho usual allowance for forage. 
Not that the regimental pay can be con- 
sidered as having been of any great help, 
for it did not even suflice to cover his 
mess-bill. These mo.ss expenses consisted 
of fifty cents a day for his breakfast, half 
a crown, i r sixty-live cents, for luncheon, 
one dollar for dinner and two dollars for 
wino at the same, besides incidental 
"pegs" and bottles of bitter beer through- 
out the day. As a prince of the blood, he 
was expected to subscribe to all kinds of 
charities, to keep a first-rate stable, as 
well aa steeple-chasers to run in the mili- 
tary liaiidicaps, and to p;iy the salaries of 
at least a coujile of genllciiicii in waiting. 
It is creditable to the late duke that he 
never exceeded his allowance, and has 
died without leaving any debts behind 
him. Prince (Jeorgo has hitherto been 
receiving an allowance from his father of 
twenty thousand dollars, but the latter 
will, of course, be inoreaaed to tho amount 
enjoyed by the elder brother. 

A QUEER SUBSTITUTE. 

L. H. Tudoo, who has just returned 
from an Australian trip, tells this story : 
" When 1 landed in Sydiic}', Australia, I 
found Sells Brothers' circus quartered in 
the town, The city was hung in red 
posters. A iirominuiit feature in the bills 
was tho chariot-raco in 'Bon-ilur.' But 
the circus was in the dumps, becnuso the 
authorities had seized and shot all tho 
limses, on account of glanders. That 
night thu ring-master came out and an- 
nounced tho groat chariot- race. ' It is an 
undisimtcd fact,' said ho, 'that the cbar- 
lot-races of old were run with men and 
not horses. The management has secur- 
ed the services of four of the lloetest run- 
ners iu the world, and you will now have 
the pleasure of witnessing a chariot-race 
as they were run in olden times.' Tho 
doors opened and Bon-IIurand his antag- 
onist dashed into the ring, drawn by 
eight tent-hands who couldn't run in one 
hundred seconds. It was the funniest 
thing 1 ever saw.

Instead of ruining 
their business, it pioved a perfect bonan- 
za to Sella Brothers. People flocked to 
the pttrformances to seethe strange sight. 
The week's stand was lengthened out to 
threo weeks, and the show just coined 
money. " 

A FIGHT WITH A SHAPJC.

Mr. Henry .lacobsoii, wdio is employed at 
tho North Manukau Heads as beacon

occiiiiant left in tho water. Jacobson 
dived, and ondoavorod to relieve tho bal- 
last, but without success. He then 
grasped an oar, and, being a gocd swiin- 
uier, struck out for land ; but as a strong 
tide was running ho was swept down the 
harbor, a distance of three miles. At 
that point he was attacked by a largo 
shark, wdiich grabbed at his hand. He 
protected himself, however, with the oar, 
H liicli he tried to ram down Iho shark's 
throat.

FnONT EI.KVATlON. 

In Brittany wo find the simplicity of 
housekeeping. Thu liviri;,' p.-irt of the 
hou.so consists of one room. There is al- 
ways a large, open (ire|(lace with an elevat- 
ed hearth, a fircidace so larKc Ib.at it pro- 
vides Hp.-ice for haiiKiiit,' and .storing all 
the kitchen cookiiiL; utensils and many of 
the hoiiseliold sii[)i)liea. Wood is very 
scarce, very expensive niu' conser]Uently 
the lire occupies only a small portion of 
the fireplace. Oftentimes for cooking a 
me;il there isu.sed a little bunch not much 
biu'Kor than a bat, while the hearth is six 
or .seven feet wide and four or five feetdeep. 
The heartb and the walls which surround 
thi! iirepliiee form re.ally a kind of kitchen. 

The room itself contains tliree or four 
beds, .'■tationary tables iind bcnchea, wdiich 
often entirely take tho place of chairs. 
This is one room. Occasionally the house 
i.s two stories high, and there are sleeping 
rooms above. In the rear, and as a part of 
the house, we often find a stable for the 
cow and a place for pigs and chickens. 
Very commonly all are under tho same roof. 
In this there is the simplicity of house- 
keepintj, yet with it all there is rcgaid for 
the artistic and a keen artistic instinct 
which deveIo|)S wonderful results iu de- 
sign. Tho beds and other furniture of the 
interior are usually bc.-uit ifully curved and 
decorated, anil on the exterior we find a 
high regard for artistic elTect. I liave been 
in villages iu which one could not see one 
ugly house. 



THE INDIAN CENSUS. 

The final ligures of tho Indian census, 
taken nearly a year ago, although not yot 
))nblished, arc iKn\ practically finished. 
Tho following (the Times corrospondciit 
says) are among tho most interesting re- 
sults : The population of the whole of 
India ascerlained by regular census is 
L'87, 207, Dili ; the addition of [lersons reg- 
istereil by houses of tribes, amounting in 
number to lloL',!)!'!), gives a grand total of 
288,I6!J,U7:i. Of these, British India 
contains, censused, 221,094.277 ; regis- 
tered, 201,010; 221,356,187; native 
States, censused, I 12, 7'>!) ; registered, 
CiDD.TKl ; <;i;,St);;, I.So. The registered 
tracts arc tlic I'pper I'.urma front iers and 
Britisli Beloochislan under British and 
■Sikkiin .Slian States, and tlio Bliil tracts 
of Uajputana under native States. Tak- 
ing only the provinces and -States enum- 
erated both in 1881 and I89I, tho not in- 
crease is 27. fill, 000, while the gross in- 
crease, including territory only censused 
last year, is ;!.'>, 550,78 1. The returns 
aciiordiii'j; to the religious are : Hindoos, 
207,051,107 ; Mussulmans, 57,.">li5,20 1 ; 
Christians, 2,281, l!ll ; .I.iins, 1, ■110,100; 
Sikhs, l,!l()7,s;iO I Buddhists, 7,101,057 ; 
I'arseea, 811,887 ; dews, 1 7, 180 ; forrest 
tribes (animal worshippors), 9,302,08;i ; 
atheists, agnostics, &o., 289 ; in the other 
cases the religion is not ietuniod. Among 
tile Hindoos are included .'!,-101 Brahmos 
and oil, Ills Aryas. The Jir.iliuios are 
ebiclly in Bengal, the Aryas in tho Nortli- 
Wcst and tho Punjaub. The latter re- 
turn theiiisolvos aa Vedic or Aryans by 
religion, sometimes as Hindoo Aryans, 
while even a few Sikhs describe their sect 
ns Aryan. — Pall Mall Gazette.

In our own America lliero is not .a city or 
town, .so far as I know, wdiero the large 
majority of bouses are not unattractive. 
In iirittiiny, aa I said before, I have been 
iu many villages and towns where none 
were ugly. 

There is no place that I know of where 
the idea that beauty and largo sums of 
money do not necessarily go together is 
more cle.irly exemplified than by the re 
suits of housebuilding la Brittany. It is 
neccs-sary for the public to understand that 
they have a right to demand attractive- 
ness, independent of east, in order that the 
general cli.-inicter of our towns and vil- 
la';es may be improved. It is the public 
wdio must inllui-nci' the aridiitect and not 
tlie .architect who must iiilluenco the 
public. 

The lloor plans here ^jiveii ;ire suited to 
the reciuireiiu'iits of .Xmerican families. 
The front entrance is from a l.ir_;e porcli, 
and the side entrance into a stair ball. The 
kitchen i.s proviileil with a ltooiI place for a 
raii^'c, an arraiiLjeiiK'Ht of sink ;inil t.ables 
near it, a cupboard and t.ible on the otlicr 
side of tlie kitchen, a sjiacc for supplies, a 
douKli board and all that goes to make 
kitchen lioiisekeeping ea-sy. 

Next to the kitchen is the dining room, 
though separated by a china closet and 
two double swing doors. On the second

floor tho rooms are larger than on the flrst 
floor, not smaller, as is so common, be- 
caiLso of the spaced taken out for closets. 
Tho second story overhangs tho flrst. 
There are four bedrooms, their closets and 
a bathroom. On the third floor is space 
Cor threo bedrooms, 

Tho^ outside of .the house above the 
foundation can be made entirely of wood, 
or it may be made of plaster with wood 
frame and decoration. The gables are in 
shi.igles; Hiniple, inexpensive and elTective. 
As to tho price, this plan may bo made a 
very economical one or it may bo made an 
expensive one. , It all depends on the taatu 
of tho owDor. ^ Lotus II. GinsoN 



TO SET A TABLE. 

Breakfast being the plainest meal of 
the day, the arrangement of the table 
should always be simp'e. Tho cloth 

should be spotless. At each person's seat 
place a knife, fork, teaspoon or desort- 
s])oon, tumbler and napkin, and if fresh 
fruit is to no served, a finger bowl if there 
bo no servant. If you have a waitress, 
sho will place the finger bowls on as you 
finish with the fruit. If fresh fruit be 
served there must also bo placed at each 
seat a fruit knifo and plate. The knives 
and spo'ins should bo placed at the right 
and tho forks and napkins at the left : the 
tumblers to be at the point of the knives. 
There should bo space between tlio knife 
and fork for a breakfast plate. Havo tho 
dish of fruit in the centre of tho table. 
Spread little butter plates at the top of 
each plate. If individual salt and pepper' 
bottles be used, place them at the side of 
each plate. If largo ones ])lace them at 
tho corner of tho table. I'ut four table- 
sj) ons on the table, cither in two corners, 
or bosido the dishes that thoy will bo used 
ill serving. Put the carving knifo and 
fork at the head of tho table and the cups 
and saucers, sugar and cream, coli'ee-pot, 
hot-water bowl, etc., and the mush dishes 
at the other end. 



WOMEN AND MEN EQUAL. ^ 

Tho woman's cause in Australia has an 
exceeding bright oullnok. In all the pub- 
lic schools girls enjoy the same advan- 
tages as boys, and the young womanhood 
of tho cimntry is said to be remarkably, 
well educated, and, so far as newspapers 
are concerned, very well read in the top- 
ics of the times. In all tho universities,' 
except at Melbourne, women and men are 
absolutely equal. There are at present 
KJO women graduates at the b'niversity 
of New Zealand, 80 at .Sydney, as many 
at Melbourne, and ;iO at Adelaide, it is 
hazarded that tho women equal if thoy 
do not outnumber the men. The Premier 
of the country is in favor of giving women 
the franchise, and the cause has tho sup- 
port of a considerable ]iort'on of the 
liress. Most interesting is the fact that 
while there arc opponents of the bill con- 
cerning the ivoiiien's franchise in tho Leg- 
islature no member will risk tho unpojiu- 
Ittrity of allowing his name to appear iu 
the division list among the " noes" choos- 
ing rather tho less courageous plan of not 
voting at all. This is eipiivalent to vot- 
ing against the measure, because in the 
Victoria Legislature no bill can pass into 
a law without a majority of the whole 
House. Another interesting and susges- 
tive fact is that in no country of the world 
is the |)erceutago of unmarried women, 
smaller than in Australia.

Ill niy Inst letter I oiideiivored to show 
that neither of tlie two objects which the 
Goveroment and the Zemstvos are etriv- 
ihg'to attain hj gratuitously distributing 
com and flour to the needy — viz., 1 1 suvu 
itirriculture from ruin und the poiisiuits 
from death — can bo realised in any such 
slipshod way, and that uiilea.s \vu !.;() to tlic 
root of the matter and treat the evil rad- 
ically, thoroughly, and once for all, we 
had better moderate our expectations 
yery considerably and ])repare to face a 
very eloomy future. What is wanted is 
wprlc for all who are still capable of per- 
forming it ; open-air work in Held and 
forest, on roaila and bridj^es, for the 
healthy, and homo work for persons who 
cannot do any other ; and soup kitchens, 
in which all those whoso condition is 
worse off still can have a free meal of 
wholesome food. It is about the soup 
kitchens that I wish to say a few words 
to-day, and thus bring niy remarks to a 
conclusion. 

As far back as last Scptoinber 1 con- 
ceived the idea of providinjj the distress- 
ed viila^us with aliiLshouses, ill which 
every hungry iiiliabitaat could get his 
dinner for nothing, and I communicated 
this scheme to an old friend of mine, M. 
Ilaievsky, who expressed his warm ap- 
proval and tjavo it a fair trial. Ho invit- 
ed us to his hou.su in tho country, where 
wo might, lie s.iid, rely upon his coopera- 
tion in this work of succouring the poor ; 
but before our arrival he had six soup 
kitchens opened by the vdlago IStarostas 
and one for his own employes. His meth- 
od was very siinplo : Fixinp upon the 
most distressed village in tho district, he 
called on tlie poorest widows, or the most 
hungry pua.'S inta, and asked theni to un- 
dertake to cook a dinner every day for 
tliiity or forty iudividual.s — tliemselve.s 
among the number — promising on his 
own part to supply the provisions. The 
Starosta thereupon drew up a list of those 
to whom age, disease, or extreme poverty 
gave tho necessary qualification to share 
the hospitality uf tho almshouse. Al- 
though M. Uaievsky did nob superintend 
these establisluneiita in person, they 
worked admiiably during the month of 
their existence ; at the end of w hich the 
recipients of this elmritj' wore allowed a 
monthly supply of rye from the ( Jovern- 
mentj and five of the six soup kitchens 
were closed. Very soon, however, tlie 
distress spread so w idely that it was found 
advisable to open them again, and to sup- 
plement them with new ones, of which 
during the tirst four weeks of our sojourn 
we founded thirty. 

Our modus operandi, which wo ciidoa- 
vor to harmonise as much as possible with 
the ways of the people, is as simple as we 
could well make it. There are no formali- 
ties, no red tape, no d-maiid for docu- 
mentary proof of jjovorty from the caiuli- 
dates for relief, no delay. As .soon as wc 
hear of a village being in great want - anil 
we are always tho first to bo informed of 
• it— we set out for the place without loss 
of time, call on the village Starosta, tell 
him the object of our visit, invite an old 
inhabitant t(j give ns the bcuelit nf his lo- 
cal knowledge, and then proceed to make 
exhaustive in()uirics into tho condition of 
every hut in tlio village from one end to 
the other. This is a specimen of the 
■catechetical dialogue that takes place on 
such occasions ; "Let's begin at tho left 
end. There's Maximua Antnklieen, now 
what has he got to live U[jo[i t" " Ho i.s 
badly oil'. Has si.x children and himself 

forage for.

You might let his old woniaii and one of 
his boj-3 have their meals in the suup 
kitchen." Wo jot their names down and 
proceed. " Tho nexc hut belongs to 
Theodore Abramofl', what have you to say 
about him ?" "Badly off too. Still, he 
can pull through a little longer." But 
here tho Starosta's wife breaks in with a 
remark to tho effect that we ought 1o 
make his son free of the soup kitchen, as 
the family is very badly oil'. This, too, 
we make a note of. The nci.t name is 
that of an old Hi>ldier wlio served under 
the Kmpercu' Niclnda.s, and the account 
wo receive of hiu) is brief, but conclusive: 
"Oh, he'.s dying of iiunger." "Well, 
niul how about Daniian SapronoH'and his 
family ? ' "They'll manage, in one way 
or another, to keep their heads above 
water yet a bit." And in this way wo 
pass in review all tho inhabitants of the 
village. 

It might be thought that the peasants 
would not prove the most iuip.irlial juilges 
in a matter of this kind, in wh;ch their 
own (uder is au nearly c mcerned, and 
that in making up the lists of the candi- 
dates for free meals thoy would be iiutur- 
ally disposed to favor ))easanta and ex- 
clude members of tho othor classes. As a 
matter of fact, they are above all suspic- 
ion, and judge each case on its intrinsic 
merits. They have proved their [)orfect 
impartiality by numberless act.s. Thus, 
in tho village of Tatishtshevo, in which 
wo opened a soup kitchen, these untut(jr- 
od judges excluded from the list several 
neighbors of theirs, wh«( were aLso peas- 
ants, on the ground that they could strug- 
gle on some time longer by themselves, 
while' they unanimously admitted the 
priest's widow and her children, as well 
as the Sacristan's wife, iKjiie (;f whom be- 
long to tho peasant class. 

Wo endeavor to practice tho strictest 
economy in everything connected with 
the workinjf ot tiiese estahlishtnonts, and 
our ofTorts are seconded by those of tho 
jieasniits tliemsclves. Thus, the cook or 
maiiager prepares the dinners and su])- 
purs, liiiding her own oijoking utensils 
and vessels, and borrowing what she lacks, 
W;ith the cxcei)tiun of sijouus, which every 
one provides for liiniaelf. For all this 
sheireceivea. no salary. In the first two 
villages in which we tried our experiment 
tl.o village Starostas wore eager to have 
the soup kitchen in tlioir dwellings ; hut, 
considering that tho person who uiider- 
tiikos tho task is never allowed to want 
for fuel or fond, wo always appoint the 
poorest of the poor, giving tho preference 
.to those among ^tjiem who liye in a cen- 



tral part of tho village, so .that the dis- 
tance to go should bo as short as possible. 
We take no account of tho size of tho 
dwelling, becauso wo cm always manage 
to feed thirty or forty persons in tho very 
smallest box in tho place. Wo purchase 
provisions in large quantities, storing 
them in the house of some rich landowner 
in the neighborhood, whence we distrib- 
ute them twice a week (Tuesdays and 
Fridays) to tho soup kitchens. Once a 
week carts are sent out for fuel, fcu' which 
we used turf in the bogiiniing ; but, as 
turf can no longer bo had, we now have 
to turn to tho much more expensive 
wood. 

Our first soup kitchen wo opened in 
the hovel of a blind old man, who lived 
there with his wife and his prandchildien. 
I arrived in tho hut at eleven o'ch ck, on 
the day on which it was to be opened, 
and found that the woman bad everything 
prepared. The loaves of ryo bread had 
liecn taken out of tho oven and were on 
tho table. In tho hot oven, which was 
closed, the cabbage soup, potatoes, and 
beetroot were still simmering. 

Bostdoa tho ordinary inmates of the 
hut, I found two female neighbors of the 
blind man, and one homeless .id woman, 
who bogged to bo allowed to live in the 
hut, for the sake

she could have there. The hungry guests 
had not yet come in, as the woman had 
waited to see mo before bidding them. 
We sent a man and a boy to toll them to 
como at once, and in tho moantime 1 ask- 
ed the 'vonian whether she thought that 
she could accommodate thoni all in that 
tiny room. " Ves, of course. r>ut you 
lea\e that to me. I'll see to everything." 
She was a strong, muscular woman of 
lifty, with a furtive, restless, but intelli- 
gent look, and she proved an excellent 
manager. Before I employed her she 
had been gaining her livelihood and sup- 
l)orting her family by begging, and her 
enemies maintained that she was a drunk- 
ard to boot. ^Vhatover truth or ill-will 
there may have boon in this report she 
certainly prei)os3essod one in her favor 
bj^tho very humane spirit which slin in- 
fused into her relations with her hus- 
band's graiidcliildren, who wore orphans, 
and the tender caro she lavished on tho 
dried-u[) human relics of the blind man, 
who lay there in a he>ip on the ])lank bod 
more dead than alive. The .■iiothor of 
the orphans had died a year before, (ui 

Inch tho father, leaving them to light 
life's battle by themselves, had betaken 
himself to Moscow, where ho lost no time 
in Hinging himself into the whirlpool of 
aiii and sorrow that men miscall life. The 
orphans — a boy iind a girl — were really 
ano specimens of Russian peasant chil- 
ilren, iho boy, who was eiglit years <;ld, 
being posiiively handsome ; and, in sjiite 
of tho poverty that seemed to permeate 
the very atmosphere they breathed, they 
wore well and warmly clad, and the trust- 
ing way in which they clung to their 
grandmother, and the imperious eaprici- 
ou ness with which they enforced upon 
her their despotic will, left no doubt that 
love was tho biuul that umted them. 

The woman kept reileraling that there 
was no ground for anxiety ou my part, all 
lior arrangements boing perfect, and con- 
liding to me her trouble with the turf, 
which, when i)ut to the test, would do 
anything but burn, ill conscii\ience of 
which slie had had to encroach upon her 
[irivHte stock of straw, which she used as 
fuel. Seeing that there was ni;thiiig for 
nie to do hero, for the niomont, I crossed 
tliQ ravine that separated the other village 
from this, and entered tho second soup 
kitchen, which tho woman in charge was 
also uiniecessarily waiting for me to (i[)en. 
Here I experienced the siine sights and 
sounds as in the hut 1 had just (piittcd ; 
the identical .smell of recently baked rye 
bread, the same big black hjaves placed 
at fixed intervals on the tables and 
benches, the same earthen ware pots in 
the oven, and the same expectant faces 
in the room. Up n my arrival, two men 
volunteered to go out tmd call in the hun- 
gry people to their first meal ; and mean- 
while the woman in charge kept cui talk- 
ing as glibly us her sister over tho way, 
telling me, among othor things, how bail- 
ly the turf Inid behaved, and how she had 
Ijcen obliged to cut up a serviceable 
trough and burn that.

in the arrangements of the other soup- 
kitchen, 1 broke off the conversation, and 
retraced niy steps to the blind nriu's 
hovel. The room was crowded with peo- 
[jle, and tho hum and hux. and .stir of life 
aiKl movement reminded me of a hive of 
biisv bees opened on a warm suinmor's 
iiiL'hi , Steam poured out in dense clouds 
Lhrough tho door. Tho smell of piping 
hot rye-liroad and cabbiLio soup told a 
tale which svas amply borne out by the 
sounds ui munching and masticating 
which reached one's ears. The hut was 
a doll's house as to size, and a subterran- 
ean oave as to light. It had but two 
miniature windows, and thoy were parti- 
ally covered with tho dung which was 
heajiod up against the wall from tho out- 
siile. Dark as it was fromlhesu causes, 
it was made tlarker still by the back.s of 
the peasants who stood u|j awaiting their 
turn, and keepiiu; (juI the stray grey 
streaks of light that struggled for admit- 
tance. On entering the room, and for a 
considerable time after, you could not 
distinguish your own hand. The floor, 
too, was earthen and cut up into valleys 
and hills. But in spito of thcso draws 
backs and cithers, including over-crowd- 
ing, perfect (U'der was maintained by tho 
guests themselves, who sat with groat 
dignity round the two tables which stood 
[larallel to tho wall on tho left hand tide 
as you enter the room. In the middle of 
the hut was a sort ef gallery by the stove, 
on which, after my eyes had accustomed 
themselves to tho darkness, I espied tho 
blind man, no lunger lying, but sitting up 
embracing his knees with his thin parched 
hands, and listening to the chatter of tho 
dinors and the sounds of eating. On tho 
right hand side, in tt corner unoccupied 
by the guests, stood the woman in charge 
and her unpaid assistants eagerly watch- 
ing the peo])lo, and v.ealously attending 
to their wants. 

At onu table in tlio furthest corner of 
tho room, under the icons, sat the soldier 
wdio had served under the Ehiperor Nich- 
olas; next to him a very ancient man of tho 
\illago;the)ian old woman, and thocliddren. 
At the other table, nearer to the oven, 
lior back turned to that part of tho wall 
which was betwcon tho two windows, sat 
tho priest's widow, tho incarnation of hu- 
man wretchedness, and round about her 



a number of boys and girls, her own 
daughter, a grown-up lass, among the lat- 
ter. On eacli table stood a large bowl of 
steaming shtshoo, or cabbage soup, and 
tho dinors would frequently take a sip to 
wash down tho warm sweet-smelling rye- 
bread. The cups of shtsheo wore rapidly 
emptied, on which tho cheerful, hospit-. 
able voice of tho woman in charge would 
bo heard. " Lot me pour you out a littlo 
more ; do have some more," and as she 
spoke .she handed slices of bread to those 
who wanted them over tho heads of tho 
others. Then, tinning to iiio, she re- 
marked, " Wo have oidy shtsheo and po- 
tatoes for dinner. Wo were late svith tho 
beetroot, but it will bo ready for supper." 
On this a shrivelled up old woman stand- 
ing by the oven, in whom life seemed to 
be at its last flicker, just before going (Hit 
turned to me and begged ino to give her 
some bread to take laune with her. She 
had hardly been able to crawl out to-day, 
but she could not do it every day, she ex- 
plained ; no, not if it were to save her 
life. She had scarcely the strength co 
move. Her son will be having his meals 
here, and ho could fetch her hors, if we 
wcjuld permit such a thing. The woman 
in charge cut her off a lump of bread, 
which she took reverently, putting it ten- 
derly away in her bosom, and thanked 
us, but did not leave the room. iSIean- 
wliile the Sacristan's wife, a lively woman, 
who was standing by tho oven and help- 
ing the blind man's wife to do tho honors, 
suddenly thanked us f(n' her daughter, 
who was dining there, and then, lowering 
htr V(jice, i.sked timidly if she hersell 
might 1)0 allowed to have a meal. " It's 
very long ago since 1 have had a bit of 
pure bread ; and you know it's as sweet 
as honey to the likes of us, " 

Having been told that she was welcome, 
she made the sign of tho cross, stepped 
over tho plank that bridged tho space be- 
tween a stocd and tho bench, and to(jk her 
place between a boy and an old woman, 
who nu>ved in opposite dirocticuis to make 
room for her. The hostess handed her 
bread and a spoon and she began her din- 
ner. After the shtsheo

was set before the diners, every one of 
whom takes some salt from a large salt- 
collar, lays it in a little heap before him, 
an'd dips into it the peeled potato. All 
these operations — theservice at table, the 
seating of the guests, and the eating — 
were carried on without fuss or unseemly 
haste, with decorum bordering on scjIcui- 
nity, and at the same time with such etise 
and absence of constraint tis can only 
come of long habit, it seonied, in.lecti, 
as if these persons thus ciisually thrown 
together had been doing these things 
o\eiy day of tlioir lives, liad been doing 
them thus, and could not, even if they 
would, do them otherwise. Tho whole 
diLuior scone seemed the result of the 
working of a natural law. 

Tlie old soldier, having eaten his p.o- 
tatoes and carefully put away the scrajis 
of bread that reniaitiod, was the first to 
rise and leave the table. His example 
was immediately fidlowed by all the 
others, who turned to tho images as thoy 
passed, bowed, (/tiered up a [jrayer, then 
tliaiikeil their hosts and left. Those who 
stood with their backs to the wall waiting 
for their turn now took the vacant places 
in a quiet, orderly manner ; the hostess 
cut broad for them, poured them out sht- 
sheo, and tho dinner recommenced anew. 

The same sights and scenes might be 
observed in the sei:nnd i-oup kitchen, 
which ditl'ercd from the first (Uily in be- 
ing smaller and darker, whereas it had to 
accommodate a l.irger number of guests 
— as many as forty. But the decorum of 
tho diners and the view which the host- 
ess took of her duty, in which tranquil- 
lity, heartiness, and a certain noble pride 
were jilainly visable, were exactly the 
same in both, and ,all the other soup kit- 
chens which wo opened in other villages 
later on were, and still ate, marked by 
the same characteristics. In some of 
tlicm the zealous hostess sets three, and 
even four, dilferont dishes before her 
guests ; Beetroot, shtsheo, gruel, and 
p(]taf oes. 

Tho ciiSt of iill this is ab'iut' two shil- 
lin;,'S a month per ])erson. Such, in brief, 
arc the soup kitchens, about which so 
much has been sijidioii and written. The 
scheme, 1 admit, is not without its draw- 
backs, but they aro as dust in tho bal- 
ance wdieii com|jared with tho advantages 
it offers. Among the former, that of 
higher cost litis been alleged ; it has been 
asiorted tlnit whereas tlio (ioverinnont 
allows a man, say, l!olb of flour a month, 
she soup kitchen would have to expend 
tho same ([U.-inlily of flour, and, in addi- 
tion to ihis, potatoes, beetroot, salt, fuel, 
and oatmeal. This is true ; lint it is out- 
weighed by the consideration that the 
soup kitchens sujiply the people with 
more wliolusome and more varied food, 
and that, by gradually introducing petis, 
lentils, beetroot, oatmeal gruel, and In- 
dian wheat gruel, they will be enabled to 
lesson tho consumption of flour and to 
better tho victuals. 

Another objection is tliat the sou[i kit- 
I'liens can guarantee only tlie weak mem- 
bers of the family fnuii stiirvaticni, not 
tho young and ablo-iwdied, who would 
bo ashamed to bo soon sitting at tho table 
of the orphans. Thus, when drawing up 
the lists of candidates for admission, the 
poiisants invariably exclude the strong 
and healthy young men iind young wo- 
men, however great their need ; and the 
latter are themselves generally unwiUing 
to bo Hoon at the soup kitchens. One 
day, for instance, a peasant came and 
asked to hiive

increased, aflirmiiig that for two days ho 
had not broken his fast. Ho was t(dd to 
go to the soup kitchen. He listened, 
blushed, and refused. And yet another 
peasant of his ago ill similar circumstan- 
ces was a daily guest there. Or take an- 
other case. A wonuui came and com- 
pliiiiiod or her distressed condition, ask- 
ing for an allowenco for herself and fami- 
ly. She was advised to send her daugh- 
ter to tho soup kitchen ; but, tho daugh- 
ter being a marriageable girl, she declined. 
And yet tho priest's widow's daughter 
mentioned above, who is also a marriago- 
ablo lass, has her meals regularly in tho 
aliiisliouso. But the most serious objec- 
tion ever urged agiiinst the soup kitchens 
is that they aro useless to the very eld 
and young, and to the children who have 
no clothing at all, because such persons 
cannot profit by tlioir hospitality, oajiicial- 
ly in bad weather. This, however, is a 
grave mistake. Tho fact is that wo ex- 
ert ourselves to tho utmost to remedy 
this by getting their neighbors to fetch 



thoir meals for all those who are unable 
to come thomsolvos. 

The advantages ollered by tho soup 
kitchens over every othor form of relief 
are numerous and considerable. To bo- 
gin wtth, the food they give is more var- 
ied and more wholesome than can be had 
at home, it can be piirohased at lower 
rates, and a saving of fuel is effected by 
cooking for btitches of forty persons, in 
additiim to which tho (vhole family of 
indigent por.smis in whose hut the cook- 
ery operations take place is niuirislied 
tuid kept warm. The possibility of an 
unjust division of alms, whereby tho Cin- 
derellas of the family are harshly dealt 
with, IS also wholly eliminated, and, in- 
stead of envy and hate, the noblest sonti- 
nionts aro wanned into life by the cordial 
hospitality and brotherly love which dis- 
tinguish many of the workers in these 
almehouses. Possible abuses tiro reduced 
to a very small comjiass — the ctipacity of 
tho luiinaii stomach. A dishonest person 
may contrive to possess himself unlaw- 
fully of any quantity of (lour ond corn 
which should by right be given to others ; 
but no Olio can eat more than a very lim- 
ited ([uantity of victuals. Hut to my mind 
the most aolitl advantage of idl is this, 
that no tlweller in the village in which 
there is a soup kitchen is in tmy serious 
danger of dying of starvation. The 
sights and storius that harrowed our souls 
of weak old men and sick children being 
forced to purtako of noxious breadstufls, 
and |iining away anil dyiog in conse- 
([uence, become ini].ossibl(i wherever 
therc^ is au almshouse. And this alone is 
an enin'niinis gain. 

lu lu-iler lo'givo no pretext for dissiitis- 
factiuii ill the matter of choosing deserv- 
ing pei-sons as guests at the dinner table 
of a scup kitchen which 1 was about to 
open, I prcjfitnd by ti mooting of peasants 
which was being held at the time, to 
ask them to solve tho ipieslio'i, at least 
piactieally. .Several persona immediately 
assured mo that this was utter folly on 
my ji irt, as it could only give rise to dis- 
putes and squabbles. But I thought 1 
would wait and see for myself. And I 
was not disappointed. Tlio first sugges- 
tion m.ado was that every family slmuld 
send one nunnbcr to tho almshouse. This 
prol)oaal Wiis very soon scouted, on the 
ground tli.at many families need no assis- 
trnco even for one member, while very 
many other families had two and throe 
members who were hungry and helpless. 
Veiy soon tho meeting agreed to adojit 
my suggestion, which was that every man 
must bo left to fcdlow tho dictates of his 
own conaciencQ. " We shall provide din- 
ners andsiiijpcrs for forty persons daily. 
Anyone who thinks he is 

.si;fkii-ii;n'1i,v liAiu.v i-i'i- 
to come is welcome, and if every particle 
of food bo eafen i![i, much goiul niiiy it 
do to thn;;e who hiivo eaten it." When 
giving their snleinn s.ancion to this view, 
one man remarked that a strong, healthy 
poiisant would be iishaiiiod to come and 
eat up tho orphans' iiortioii, on w liicli a 
dissentient voice was hoard to cdijeet : 
" I'd bo glad never to show myself there ; 
but if 1 am ever .again as hungry as I was 
litely, when I had not tasted any kind 
of food for two days, 1 won't answer for 
my being able to stay away." 

This, then, is one of the great advan- 
tages of tho soup kitchens, that whoever 
comes into one of them, whether his 
name bo inscribed or nf>t, whatever his 
soeiiil state or caste, whether a workman, 
a siildier, a jiriest's wife, a petty trader 
or a noble, sickly or healthy, a lazy vaga- 
bonil or an industrious toiler, a drunkard 
(jr a total abstainer, the man who can say 
that ho is hungry, ur that he has not eat- 
en for two days, can sit down to table 
and eat to his heart's content. When- 
ever there aro soup kitchens, no man lU' 
ivonian or cliihl will die of starvation, and 
no person will bo fiucod by hunger to 
work. 

Every sjiecies of inducement, every 
kind of motive, may bo hiwfuUy employed 
to ohtain from an individual a reasonable 
amount of the kinil of work which he is 

c.ipahle of performing, with one excop. 
tioii. Ccjinijulsioii by hunger should 
never even be idluded to without .a blush 
of shame. Wc may tame wild beasts by 
starving them, ami train them to do acts, 
contrary to their nature or thoir habits ; 
but we should be heartily ashamed to 
harbour tho thought of treating human 
beings in this way and comjielling them 
to perform our bidding by hunger. It is 
as infamoua a metlioil as to flog them into 
doing it. It is surely high time for 
Christians to relin(]uisli such a barbarous 
practice and relegatu it to the limbo of 
tilings which have been but can never be 
again — like slavery and foudaliam. Peo- 
ple talk vcdubly and write V(dumiiioiisly 
about tho ■•ludacity of the peasants who 
refuse to work when work is oU'ered to 
them, maiulaining that no food should bo 
allowed imloas and until they ilo work. 
This kind of talk is not Christian ; it is 
not human. We should not forget that 
it is a torture for any man — no matter 
who he is--lo nuiiain idle ; how much 
more so for the peasant, whoso exiatenco 
is one iinluokeii period of penal servi- 
tude, and who cannot ciuiceive life other- 
wise than as work. Still less sluuild wo 
forget that it ill becoim^s indolent slug- 
gards like ourselves, who livo and thrive 
on tho labor of tlio peas ints, to talk sol- 
emnly and saiictinionionsly about their 
shameful idleness and sloth. 

A strong infusion of brotherly love ia 
very sorely needed to sweeten and hu- 
iiiaiiiso the relations of class to class, or 
man to man. Tho peasants themsolvcs 
feel this keenly as wo do, and are much 
more prompt with the remedy. A short 
time ago some peasants and landowners 
of tho Government of Kalonga, touched 
with the distress of the inhabitants of our 
district, and forgetting to iiKjuiro whe- 
ther they were industrious or lazy, under- 
took to caro of and provide fodder for 
eighty of their horses till spring ; and 
tho poor people of our district, without 
one moment's hesitation, confided these 
their last worldly possessions to men 
wlioiu thoy had never seen, and whose 
names they did not know. 

If but the one-hundredth part of this 
quickening consciousness of human broth- 
erlujod, of this striving after tho union of 
man in tliB iianio of tho God of love, 
leavened the selfish feelings and narrow 
HB|iiiations of all people, how light-hoart- 
cdly, nay, how cheerfully should we now 
bo facing the famine, and not only tho 
famine, but all physical and material 
evils to which mankind is subject.

Whether the Kcouml hog did or did not 
see his shadow has nothaog to do with tliis 
caso. The thoughts of the boll player are 
turning to gentle spring, and the coldest 
sort of weather would not now serve to 
chill the entliiisiasin that is reviving lus the 
weelcs that elapse hefore "reporting day" 
are quickly passing away. The managers 
and captains are dreanung of the period 
that must be spent in training. Several 
of the clubs of the t;reat LeaLiuearc booked 
to invade tiie smmy southland, but the 
plans of the majority liave lieen but crude- 
ly outlineil. Tlie Cliicagoaiis have already 
received llieir marching orders, and on llie 
7th (lay of .March thoy are oxpeetod to 
Fuliile Captain An.son nt Hot Sjiriiigs, 
when tlie annual lioiling out jubilee will 
begin. That .Vrl^au-^aw retreat is in favor 
with "the old man," and has been Chi- 
cago's al)iilinL; plaee iu tlie days [ircfacing 
many an inau^'ural eliami)ioiisln|) Ijattle. 

Lust season Uuele'Anson depaited from 
his usual inislom and .souglit a new liaunt 
out iu Colorado, lie strueli tlie colde-st 
BpriuK in the history of tlie lloeky moun- 
tains and iilayed snowball for a cliange. 
Captain Tebeau also claims to have se- 
cured a lease on grounds at Hot Springs 
and Cleveland, and Chicago will iiave a 
joint opportunity of examining the knots 
iu tlie arms of eacli otlior's plienouis. Cap- 
tain John Montgomery Ward is in favor 
of taking his .lamaica bay pets down to 
Ocalu, in the laud of oranges. Gainesville, 
also In Florida, wishes to welcome the 
Philadelphias, and New York has closed a 
contract \vith the lessees of the park at 
Eichmond for a ten days' sojourn of the 
Giants in the OKI Dominion. Boston 
ttsnally begins down on the south Atlantic 
coast and works upward, and there is 
little rea-son to expect a change in the 
time honored programmCi 

Tlie two cluljs tlmt lulorned the tail end 
of the League all bust season were num- 
bered anio'ng those tbiit enjoyed spring 
constitutionals in the south. The Pitts- 
burgs, who won the liooby prize by a hair's 
brcaclth, were in Florida, and tlie Cinciu- 
uatis went to Hot Springs. Acting upon 
their own responsibility, several players 
in each of tlie.se clubs may make e.xenr 
sions to "tlie steamier clime" this K[iring, 
but the teams are likely to "shape up" at 
home. Several of the Ciiiciiiiiat is uf a year 
ago, who were taken to the Springs, did 
not hust through the seasoii. Tlie Ueils in 
reality were a team of makeshifts. One 
man to.ssed into the collection was Freil 
Bout, lie was donated by I'ittsburg, and 
his release entailed the payment of Slii">, 
■which had been advanced him by the 
Pennsylvanians. A contribution of fifty 
dollars from Cincinnati enabled uim to 
reach the Springs. He arriveil a wreck, 
and with the cheerful look of an advance 
agent of the choleriu Sir Tom Loftus Wiis 
horrified, luid lie queried: 

"Did you bring your colIin with you?" 

The strange question brought out an in- 
dignant "No," but Koat was bundled olf 
home without triaL 

Pittsburg, liowever, laid claim to that 
"VSj." Cincinnati denied its' justice, and 
every time that Cincinnati played in Pitts- 
burg the amount would be retained. 
When Pittslmrg pl.ayed CiucMiuiati the 
s;viiie legenlemain was pnicticed, but us 
tho Reds closed the .seriis at Pittsburg 
that club took the final trick and the 
money. Cincinnati has a claim before the 
League directors today for the recovery of 
the amount. 

Captain Comisky, of the Ciiiciniiiitis, is 
a firm believer iu the benefits of handball, 
and a new court is among the possible ad- 
ditions to the buildings on the ground at 
Porkopolte. If this idcii is adopted band 
ball will take the place of gymnasium 
practice there. Many ball players scout 
the idea that training with dumbbells and 
other pa»aphernalia of indoor schools of 
exercise is beneficial totlienu The claim 
is made that the muscles thus brought into 
play and hardened are not those most 
active in the game of baseball. It is a 
fact that no matter how well seasoned by 
gymnasium work a player is the very first 
game in which he indulges leaves him sore 
and still. 

"There is not a muscle that a ball player 
u.Be.s," iK'clared .Manager Frank C. Ban- 
croft, the veteran, to me, "that is not 
brought into retin isit ion in a game of hand 
ball." 

Captain Tebeau, who is a li.aiidball en- 
thusiast, asserts that .some of his .seiisa 
tioiial stojis at third b.ase are made because 
ho can get into positions that no one s.avc.t 
handball e.\pert could <iuickly assume. 
Cleveland's lighting captain is following a 
new wi-inkle in training this winter anil is 
now a skipping rope artist. Captain An 
son adds handball to his grwit list of ac 
eomplishments. Chicago, lirooklyn and 
St. Louis are perhaps the handball centers 
of this country. Dick Buckley, now ou St. 
Louis' roll, is one of the cleverest e.\po 
neuts of the game among the ball players, 
h'or years handball h.-is ranked a-s one of 
mljuncts of training followed ;ilniost re- 
ligiously by the St. Louis lirowns. For 
four seasons they wi^re at the to|i, .and in 
three other campai^us they were so il/iu- 
g(;rously near there tli.at llu' .Vt liletics, 
lirooklyns ;mil I >ost oiis a II milViTcd spells 
when they found breathing liilliiailL. Cin- 
cinnati, at any rate, cannot do iiiur;li worse 
following Captain Comiskey's old method 
than they have in the past. They have 
.always possessed the faculty uf running 
ahead like si!ared decrs before the Fourth 
of .July. After that they made no more 
noise in the baseball world than an cx 
ploded cracker. 

Louisville, St. Louis and possibly B.ilti 
more will join t he company of "stay at 
homes." Washington is talking of a trip. 
Tho Loulsrillo gentlemen have come to a 
conclusion that seems foolish. Fred PfefTcr 
Is, as he stands, of little value to Chicago. 
It would not be possible for him to put hir> 
heart in his work were he compelled to re- 
turn to the allegiance of Captain Anson. 
Walter Wilmot has also offended the big 
man, and he would do better at the Falls 
City than in a Chicago uiiirorni. Neither 
Tom Hroiison nor Jiminie Caiiavan are 
Louisville favorites. They come with the 
promise of great things to he iiccom 
plislicd. Neither will prove the cards 
uway from homo that a team ciiptuined 
by Fred PfelVer would. Chicago has a.skcd 
coiisldenible, but the trade is one that can- 
not pos.sihly do aught save accrue to Lou- 
isville's benefit both at home aDd:all;along 
itho lino. ■ ' REK MtnJFOBi);. Jb.' " 



aiODERN FOOTBALL. 

FIELU. 

Considering tho incalculablo amount of 
good wrought, both directly and indirect- 
ly, by the playing of football, it would bo 

a great miafortuiio wore tho gaino over to 
get nito such bad repute as to call for 
State intervention, as iu tiinea long since 
past. That it iuia yet couio within mea- 
surable distance of auch a grievous con- 
dition of things we do not for uuo moment 
suggest, and that it will at any time do 
so we should be sorry to think possible. 
But wo regret to say thst rufhanism and 
unsportsmanlike play ara greatly on the 
iiicroasu, and, unless checked by vigorous 
motliods, wo may find that it will be iiuc- 
essary for magistrates, instead uf football 
associations and uuioua, to deal witii »a- 
sauUa arising out of what should be an 
innocent and healthful pastime. Wo 
have had it pointed out to us that an ac- 
tion at law M'ill lie ttRaiuat a person who 
is guilty of wilful violence on tho foot- 
ball field ; and if stringent rules and a 
free iiiterjiret^ition thereof bj U'd sulli- 
ciont to check tho growling evil, it is 
only reasonable to guppo.so that a legal 
remedy may eventually bo resorted to. 
It uuiy bo thought that referees and urn- 
Iiirus ought to DB able to deal with all 
breaches of rule ; but we are sorry to say 
tliat many of theso cdUcials, either with 
tliu fear "f giving (jII'ouco and so Uisitig 
ilioir honorarium, or with the natiiral 
dislike to being mobbed .-ind niiiltroatoil 
it tho close of a match, do not fully ex- 
orcise the powers that are vested in them. 
Wlien once tho unscrupulous player dis- 
covers this reticence ou the |)art of the 
oferee — for it is this oUicial who nowa- 
days has to decide nearly every thing— he 
will pursue his malpractices to tho fullest 
extent. If all referees were liko several 
we have in mind at the present time — 
men who fearlessly act up to tho sjiirit of 
tlio rules framciJ for their guidance — tlie 
governing bodies of the game would have 
less work to do, and tho " brutality" cry 
of tho opponents of football would no 
longer be heard. 

Tho time usually devoted to a game of 
football, whether Rugby Union or Asso- 
ciation, is sulhciontly long to test tho ath- 
letic player, even supposing tiio game be 
free from the hustling tind horseplay ao 
common nowadays ; and therefore it is 
not surprising that lia who playa tho 
game for tlic game's sako, and the bone- 
lit to body and mind to bo derived there- 
from, should take exception to tlio un- 
gentlemanly, not to say dishonest, tac- 
tics so freiiueiuly jnirsueil. .\ game is no 
longer worth playing when tho issue of 
it depends upon which side is tlie bettor 
acquainted with trickery, and the most 
opportune moment for resorting to foul 
play. It is small matter to thd player 
wlio, tiuding himself outpaced or o^t• 
mameuvred by hisopponent, deliborately 
triiis or sends liiui to the ground with a 
violent push, that hia side mulcted in a 
penally kick. lio has stopped a run 
which might have carried success with it, 
and. though accomplished at tho risk of 
injury to his rival, ho is content, and 
reckons that he has rendered good ser- 
vice to his club ; and what is stranger 
even than this cotitoutment on tho jiart 
of the individual is tlie delight — certain- 
ly not jiruof of the I'iUglishni.an's v.'iuiiteLl 
lovo of fair play — of the club's followers 
that tho other aide has been so robbed of 
an advai:tage which, if only fair play had 
been shown, might have led to something 
tangible. Now, in some matches the 
player who adopts tliia method is as well 
known to the refereo as the liabitnal 
criminal is to tho police ; yet, just as the 
latter is allowed to go unuiiilestcd until 
caught red-handed, so tho individual who 
brings discredit ou a most excellent game 
continues his nefarious practices, and 
brings opprobrium on an exorcise whicii 
knows no superior for imptirting to its 
votary suppleness of limp, uioreased lung 
capacity, and general activity of the in- 
ternal orgaas, to say nothing of the train- 
ing lie receives in the way of pluck and 
oiidurance. 

This sort of thing should not bo allowed 
to endure, and prevention is, we think, 
the power of tho authorities. Let tho 
referee send the guilty player off the field 
persisrently, and cither the latter will 
soon mend hia ways or disappear .alto- 
gother ; for, whether ho Ijo pr fessioiial 
or amateur, the club to wliicli ho belongs 
would soon tiro of tho risk of having to 
play one short for some part of the game, 
and in many cases nearly the whole of it. 
I'liore is small doubt that many of tho 
uiideairablo elements of tho game have 
been introduced since the cstablialiiiient 
of in-ofessioiialism, and it is open to ser- 
ious questiiui whether the iinproveiuent 
in the Association game scientilically, 
which has brought about since tho paid 
player was openly recognized, has not 
been purchased at too dear a price. Cu- 
dor t!io Itugby Union code, iirofessicuiisiii, 
which, acccu'ding to some authorities, ex- 
ists in a covert form, has not had such in- 
llueiicu ; yet it behoves the guardians of 
the " carrying" game to exercise to the 
full tho powers vested in them, for un- 
necessary violence in the matter of tack- 
ling is by no means unknown — matches 
in tlio north, indeed, being contiiumlly 
associated with a style of ]ilay which is 
to be strongly ciuidemned, ami which 
should be put down with the utmost rig- 
our. " MobbitiL' the refereo" is a matter 
for which clubs ciuiiiot he hold wholly aii- 
swirablo, and it is subject for gratitica- 
licui that, in the majority uf cases, the 
jilayors of tho side against which the de- 
cision foiKul fault with has been given, 
invariably lend the insulted official their 
protection. 

THE STEED AND THE STABLH 

DOOR. 

There aro some who remind us, in con- 
nection with the proposed Enquiry Com- 
mission, that it is not wise men who 
" lock the stable door when tho steed is 
stolen," but men to whom a very differ- 
ent epithet should bo iip])!ied. This crit- 
icism, too it must bo admitted, Ims at 
least an appearaiico of justice, It ia n 
pity, a very gr^at jiity, both for the pub- 
lic and the medical jirofeasion, that it 
should bo so. Why was not the commia- 
sion suggested at tho bogiiuiiiig of the 
second aeason uf tho outbreak instead of 
at the oikI of tho third / If history should 
repeat itself in tho present instaiico, as it 
Ims GO often done in the past, tho current 
epidemic will bo ovor before tho investi- 
gatory have well begun to take evidence ; 
and ibis probable that no more will be 
hoaid,pf influenza until the mombera of 
J:hf .llnquiry PommiBsion have long boon 



sleeping tho sloop that knows no waking. 
The medical profession certainly cannot 
congratulate itsolf on tho way in which it 
has managed tho influenza epidemic ; but 
if tho sharp criticism which has been so 
universally evolceil should bring us to a 
more humanly rational and leas narrowly 
professional stivte of mind, the epidemic, 
although it may have been great, will not 
have been altogether an unmixed evil. — 
Hospital. 

A CONTRAST. 

In 1792, sitting by tho aide of herlyni- 
eyed mother, sweat mistress Dorothy 
dreamed of tho love ahe as yet did not 
know, and wondered what tho liberties of 

irriage and maturity would bo liko 
(writes Mrs. Lynn Linton in an English 
[laper). Something of tlio old Puritan 
spirit of self-re[)resaii.>n still lingered in 
tho homo a hundred years ago, aa some- 
thing of the old auignorial aontiniont ani- 
mated society ; and under tho chastoniug 
influence of this spirit, sweet Mis'ress 
Dorothy found her restricted life both 
pleasant and suflicing, and was content to 
wait in ['ationco for tlie day of her social 
oiuaiicip itioii. iMeanwliile, her thoughts 
were free to wander where they would ; 
iiid if they chose to id,-ali/.o some pretty 
fellow in a cocked hat and periwig, who 
stapped his vituls by way of euiplmsia and 
interlarded his conversation with oaths 
minced down to mere harmless figures of 
speech, there was no one to pruveiit her. 
.-\nd the secret little poem did her no uiis- 
cliief. Pure, fair, and iiuiojont, sweet 
Mistress Dorothy understood, liko her 
mother, the uses of time and the fitness 
of knowledge to age. She knew that her 
life's business was to bo a good house- 
keeper, an amiable wife, a devoted moth- 
er, .a just and well-ordorii^ miatroaa. 
Hence she learned betimes the mysteries 
of the Ktill-rodui and tho right care of the 
linen-closet ; siie understood the maiiage- 
ment of the dairy and the poultry-yard, 
wal well versed in the methods of making 
brawn and collared head, could toss up a 
pancake with the best, could make pastry 
and jollies, custards and cheese-cakes ; 
and that cook would have been a cleverer 
wench than most who could have cheated 
lior ill the commissariat. Thus far for 
tho housekeeiiiiig.

The respect and obeilienco she 
had ])aid iier parents she demandod from 
her own children ; and sho did not hud 
that they loved her less, or she them, be- 
cause thoy were obedient and respectful 
and not familiar. Sho governed her 
maiils and they did not gnvern bin- ; and 
she live 1 a life of blameless purity and 
active well-doing, as well as of iiuiet do- 
mesticity and gentle self-restraint. 

Ill 1802 (tho same wri'or continues), 
lier great- great - grand - daughter, Miss 
Dolly, with her friend Madge, is c|uite 
an- tlier person. Dolly is a girl with no 
noiisense about her and no prejudices. 
Mome duties she has discarded as ilegnul- 
ing to an edueateil woman, wifely respect 
she despises as the sign of craven submis- 
sion to an inferior, children sho dislikes 
as hindrances and nuismoes, love is a 
dream fit only for lunatics and idiots 
What she wants is freedom to do as she 
likes— the key of all the fields of life, not 
barring one. She does not want to do 
anything iniiiiiu'al, but she wawts to show- 
that sho can if she chooses. She likes to 
feel her own mistress, freo to cnmo and 
go, no one knowing when she cnines or 
where she goes. She likes to imitate the 
men she iirofesscs to despise as moral 
cowards when they are not brutc.H, as 
'• dull'ers" when they are not "prigs." 
She cultivat.!S her nerves and her l)ice])3, 
rows, rides, fishes, and shoots, and drives 
!i cart in the jjark. Sho shows neither 
fear nor bashfiilnoss, neither nervous 
tremor nor mai Icniy heaitatioii. She 
knows that sho is beautiful, and sho is 
quite content that all the world shall 
know it, too. She would laugh to scorn 
the silly notion that only one man, and 
that her husband, slunild rejoice in her 
lovliiicss. In a crowded theatre she bares 
her neck and iirms, her shoulders, her 
bust, for the delectation of those around 
her. I f she has a gift that way, sho will 
dance a, break-down at semi-public theat- 
ricals, and sho is generally mad .about 
drawing-room recitations or tho theatre. 
She makes a book on the races, and be- 
sieges her " dear boys" for straight tijis. 
Possibly she breeds dogs, and she knows 
moru about fnals and fillies than she does 
alxmt babies and children. If sho is 
" oarneat," aha visits hospitals and tlio 
slums. Maiden as sho is, slio knows to 
tho last lino all tho hideous vice which 
abounds in large cities. She has her fa- 
vorites among the unfortunates, whom 
she visi's in their homea aa well aa iu 
rheir hospitals ; and alio receives their 
coutidencos with sympathy and without 
horror. If to oarnestneas she adds energy 
and consequent dissatisfaction with hor 
home life, she makes herself a doctor, a 
hospital nurse, or a missionary. Any 
place rather than home, anything rather 
than the homo life, any exercise of virtue 
r.ithcr than that respect for authority, 
that attention to duty, that modesty of 
habit, and that patient, aweet, and tran 
quil unaelfishness which used to be the 
distinctive characteristics of the sex. Sho 
has thrown oil' all these restraints of aex, 
and ia now tho close copy of tho brother 
sho domiimtes ; of the lover sIk; acccpta 
or rejects on tho basia of his fortune only; 
of tho dudca at whom alio laughs ; of those 
with whom ahe walka. Her ambition is 
to be as much liko a man as it is possible 
for a woman to niako herself. IJotweeii

and which best fulfills her natural des- 
tiny?

TfliE CHINESE OOOLIE, ' 

Nothing can bring homo more forcibly 
to the mind tho uuequal distribution of 
the pains and pleasures of life than the 
spectacle of coolies s'ruggling up the hill 
to tho Peak at Hongkong with the ma- 
terials ..which are to form the p'ieasant 
reHting-pladea of their fellows. You may 
seo a grown man carrying forty bricks, 
followed by a child toning under four ;■ 
but upon tho face of each ia to bo soon 
the same expression of painful endurance, 
and so iiccustointd to their burdens do 
they seem that when their load ia laid 
aside for a momont's rest thoy look as if 
they would fall to pieces. When we ro- 
ilect that each of those coolies has left his 
own country to better himself — and, in 
fact, hua bettered himself, earning six or 
seven dollars here whore ho would be 
earning two or throe dollars at homo — it 
seema no longer dillioult to realize the or- 
igin of the mystciy of Chineso life and 
cliar.acter, tlioir callousness to sufleriiig, 
their indiU'eroiicu to death, iind their lioa- 
tilicy to everything but what has been ; 
for with them suHering ia the normal 
state of existence, death is tho only pos- 
sible alleviation they can look forward 
to, whilst every change they have known 
hitherto has been to their disadvantage. 
To most pe plo death is a thing inevit- 
able perhaps, but to be avoidetl as long 
as possible, to be thought of with rever- 
ent fear, and to be spoken of with bated 
breath. It ia the syndjol of purposes un- 
accomplished, of hopes inifullilled, of 
[ileiisures curtailed, or aspirations unaat- 
islied. l!ut to a Cliiinamau of the class 
in (luestion death is his one chance of 
escape frLiiii a condition of life which is 
almost intolerable — a life which has no 
purpose save tho fulfilment of othur peo- 
ple's designs, no pleasures save the bare 
aatisfaction of the appetitea of hunger 
and desire, no hope save that of ceasing 
to be. Whatever their hardships, we 
may co.nfort ourselves at le.ast that here, 
under ISritish rule, thoy aro b.itter off 
than they would be iu their own country ; 
and if you linger by them wlioii the 
"chow-chow" man conies round with 
the mid-day meal, you may almost detect 
ghostly gleam of cheerfulness upon 
their sunburnt and careworn counten- 
ances aa they ahovel down the laat grain 
of rice with their chopsticks. Then, for 
a few moments, the floodgates of Oriental 
eliMjueiico aro let loose ; everybody a))- 
poars to be speaking at once, with the 
amiable intention of shouting down his 
fellows, and our minds go back to tho 
words of the cwnic who said that " the 
.\lmighty was afraid that ]icople would 
think too much, so he gave them sjioeeh."

INFLUENZA AND DRU(;S. 

It is stated that i|uiiiine, whicli in 1S7S 
was selling at Kis. per ounce, is now sell- 
ing at lOAd. The price of eucalyptus oil 
has suddenly doubled owing to the popu- 
lar demand for it aa an agreeable diti'usiblc 
aromatic, vaguely supposed to have anti- 
se])tic ])roportics when diffused in the air. 
To be of any use whatever — except as a 
mental consolation and encouragement — 
it would need to be used in ipiaiitilies 
which would make tho air irresinrable. 
Innumorable " ajiecifics" conlinuo to bo 
irrationally pulled salieiii, saliej'lato of 
soda, bicarbonate of ]jotass, .-lutipyriii, 
and, of course, also hydrojiatby and (piack 
remedies innumerable. It ia surprising 
that educated men should be willing thus 
to enter tho lists of public notoriety by 
recoiiiineiidinL! siiecitic drugs for a disease 
which is not known to admit of any, ami 
that they should euileavor to press upon 
an uniiistructed public incapable of form- 
ing a correct juilgnieut a ui-iversal use of 
drugs and therapeulic methods which can 
only be correctly used or estiinated by 
qiialilied medical attendants, capable of 
judu'iu',; the iiarlieular needs and the clini- 
cal condition of each patient. Tliere is 
some loss of iirofeasioiial self-respect in- 
volved in such proceedings, and no good 
can accrue to the general public, who can 
liut be bewildered, and arc very likely to 
be dangcrnusly iiii.ileil, liy such a course.

THE RABBIT PEST. 

Tho (iovornor of New South Wales 
(Lord .Jersey), Admiral Lord Charles 
Scott, and Mr. Ileiuy Copel.and, Minister 
for Lands, have returned to Sydney from 
a visit of inspection to the rabbit infested 
coiiiitry betvveeu and around Cobiir and 
Ijourke, in the western division of tho 
col'Uiy. Thoy report a terrible condition 
of things. Tho estimated increase of tho 
pest in this comparatively, small area dur- 
ing the last tliree yearsMs 13,000,000, 
The dejiai tnieiital exjierts estimate that 
ISO.UIJU.tJOl) acres, neai y half tho total 
area of the colmiy, are low infested. In 
the liry country the i.ii.iiita have taken, 
in tho absence of softer food, to eating 
wood, particularly the tender bark of the 
scrub vegetation. By eating this as far 
as they can reach it they efl'ectually 
" riiigbark" and kill tho scrubs, ami thus, 
in the case of tho edible varieties, destroy 
a great means of keeping the sheep alive 
iu long periods of drought. Tho [larty 
state that traps at the great tanks and 
waterlioles in a dry season, when water is 
unobtainablo elsewhere, ;ire the most suc- 
cessful method of destroying tho rabbits. 



THE CTfUELTY TO GERMAN SOL- 
DIERS. 

It is announced (telegraphs the Berlin 
correspondent of tlio Times) that: three 
n n-commissioned oilicors in tlio I'.avariau 
Regiment of Guards have been degraded 
and cashiered (or ill-treating soldiers. 
Tho Saxon Minister of War says that 
there aro annufilly 12,000 recruits in the 
Saxmi army, and 1,200 instructors tire re- 
quired tor them. It is almost inovitablo 
that among so raony there should lie a 
few hot-tompored, brutid fellows. In tho 
Oornian army, since coriioral ininishment 
has been abolished, tho ouatom of inflict- 
ing fiincy punishments has largely in- 
creased. Tho iion-commiasioiied ollicer 
is responsible to the ollicers for tho smart- 
ness of his men, and if they bo ill-drilled, 
stupid, or dirty ho suffers for it. On tho 
other hand, ho gets blamed if he reports 
his men too often and tills tho guard- 
room with him. In this dilemma ho in- 
flicts punishments of hia own devising, 
and ollicers wink at theso because thoy 
lire often effective, and, generally apeak- 
iiig, they aro not cruel.

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I THE BATTLE OF____(?) 

One of the most rcm.arkabic and terrible ever fought. The army of the general whose previous succesiiCs 
had terrified Europe was posted along the ascent with Ilougoumont, and the general himself had taken up hi? 
stand in a farm house called the " Belle Alliance." The opposing forces were extended over an elevation in the 
Charleroi Road about two miles from the little village in Belgium which gave its name to the battle. Each com- 
■'j'* mander was thus able to ommand a view of the whole field. The first general with better equipped and better 
y.^ drilled troops and unable to see the reserve force of the other was over confident. Tho second commander, sup- 
y.i, ported by the brave old Frassian marshal, divided his troops into two lines and awaited the beginning of the 
♦"j"* battle. It was between eleven and twelve o'clock on Sunday the l8th of June, 1815, that the actual engagement 
VIv* began. The action opened with a brisk cannonade on the house and wood of Hougoumont which were held by 
the troops of Nassau. The contest continued here all day with terrible fury, but without being able to expel the 

who, although the building had been set on fire, maintained their post amid the flames. Fright- 

ful slaughter and great loss ensued. Terrific and resolute attacks were made by the cavalry on 

jj> the centre, and at six in the evening the allied army had lost ten thousand men. Their oppon- 

ents had suffered still more .severely losing fifteen thousand soldiers. Then the great general on seeing the 

jj^ji , sweep the old guards before tliein cxcl.iimed : 

V/» "All is lost fof the present," and rode from the field. The battle was over.

732,(524 bushels as against that of Minne- 
apolis, viz., 32,:{10,u(i2 ; Chicago, 31,038,- 
454, and so on down the list. 1 could 
give other figures with which I am thor- 
•oughly conversant, but space forbids.

'tiful school build'ng.s and hor wonderful 
schaol facilities. Public .schools are cer- 
tainly superior in the west.

1 never knew wiiat 
Jirogress in tliis line meant till I had a 
chance to compare tlio eastern and west- 
ern public eoIkhjIs. Duhith tore down a 
.v^'30,000 .school hous-.) not lonj; ag(j in or- 
der to erect on tlie sann ground a new 
one coating a quarter of a million dollars. 
And that is only one of her many hand- 
some Bchool houses. 

West Superior is the Brooklyn of Du- 
luth, and a thriving city ni which millions 
have been niado within a few j'ears. 

Asliiawd is a .very delightful oity at the 
•terminus of several roads, all of which 
havo yet otlier termini elsewhere, A 
railroad likes to have several termini, so 
iihat if one should give out or be (lisable<l 
trains could be run just the same. 

This country is a wealthy one. The 
sawdust town is sneered v.t by tho iron 
town when tho mills aro iyile, and then 
the sawdust -town jeers tho iron 'town 
when the nii^ies are tilled witli water and 
when a groat big dividend paying mine 
becomes a niigJity ei.starn curbed up with 
Assessments. 

It is a healthful region too. i got some 
more health liere. i liuik now 187 years 
younger than my published portraits, and 
a roguish little twinkle umy be seen in my 
eye.

It was at Hudson that we used t > bet 
on the date when navigation would t)pen 
in the spring. There were no r.iilroad.s 
then. When the lirst boat whistled in

The clergy, wo perceive, aro beginning 
to try tyj break the calm, to use their 
moral opjjortunity, and to endeavor to 
bring their permanent topics, tho near- 
ness of death and the uncertainty of life, 
homo to minds which in their hearts they 
charitcterise, sometimes justl}', sometimes 
unjustly, as unreflecting. Far bo it from 
us to blaiao them, for they iU'O trying to 
do their duty, and though of all methods 
of persuasion, Christ used the human ter- 
ror of death the least, tho tradition of all 
tho Christian 'Ohurohes has declared it a 
worthy as woll as an efl'activo weapon for 
stirring tho indillerent. But we wonder 
sometimes if the clergy are intellectually 
in the right in their usual belief that a 
more coii,-,taiit sense (jf the uncertainty of 
life, a more habitual cimsciousness of the 
inimineiico of death, would make men 
greatly better. That idea is a very heavy 
weight to cast into the scale against the 
brave and in favor of tho timid, and we 
are by no means certain that, as a general 
rule of life, it is wise to cast it. Individ- 
ual men grow better when thej' realise 
that the death of who.su ultimate arriv d 
they liave never doubted for a secoiul., 
may arrive at any moment ; but is that 
true of a majorit\' of mankind 1 Certaiidy 
it is n(jt true of soldiers in a Idoody cam- 
paign i Universal history aliirnis that, 
with striking individual oxcoiitions, they, 
.as life loses its apparent chance of eoii- 
tiiuianee, grow more jiitiless, more law- 
less, nuM'e dispoai;d to sacrilice all things, 
right and wrong included, to tho single 
thought of self-preservation. S-ildiers, 
with death approaching, will starve a city 
so that their own rations may not fail ; 
and if a'closo souse of the insecurity of 
life be a moral gain, how comes sellish- 
ness so to develop under it ;' It is when 
the relief his come, say to a besieged 
town, that the soldiers are good. In the 
ilrowiiing ship, the sailors often die ludjly, 
and as often break suddenly loose from 
every restraint their creed has taught, 
not only rushing for drink, which may be 
a rush for courage, but treading down 
and abandoning tho weak. The immedi- 
ate dread of death has not prevented can- 
nibalism at sea. The great eiiideniics, so 
far as we kiujw their inner history, have 
devehipcd immorality and deliiuice at 
least as often as religious feeling, even 
our own Plague, though it fell on a jieople 
still essentially Puritan, leaving tlio bad 
anil the good alike much where it found 
t lieni ; wliile outbursts of cholera in South- 
ern lMnd[)e have been repeatedly accom- 
jianied by epidemics of frantic vice. The 
great and nearly universal horror which 
in Kurope i)receded the year 1000 A, V , 
when the world was expected to perish, 
produced but a transient impression ; and 
though there was an explosion of jnety, 
as tho world then understood piety — that 
is, of readiness to sacrifice self to the 
Chinch — it was from expectation of the 
coming of the .Judge, rather than any 
terror of death, which, indeed, to every- 
body in that flay of violence and rapine, 
must havo seonied always at hand. E tery- 
where a district under terror of death, as 
from an invasion or a famine, is a district 
demoralised. Those Orientals who have 
an aliidiiig sen&e that life is a fleeting va- 
por such as scarcely any Kui-o|)e,an ever 
attains, are not su|ierior to the lOuropeans 
in virtue , iKjr are the iM.ircpiesans though 
they never forget death, and, according 
to Mr. Stevenson, sleep in cofiins. The 
very healthy are often thn very good, and 
the healthy races aro decidedly those 
which have accepted or havo roused for 
theui.'itdves the highest standard of moral- 
ity. We .all. in evt-iy bind and under 
v.vvvy creeil, inst itiel ividy asaocialo siiii- 
h ssness and immortality ; and is it not 
pfissiblf that the Strange, thu inex|dical)le 
impulse w liieh makes almost all men re- 
gardless of the most certain and tho most 
unprossive event in their own lives, was 
planted in them in mercy to enable them 
to struggle upw.arils under a ncdilcr im- 
pulse than fear? The speculation grows 
too dei;p ; but we aro compelled by the 
evidence to doubt whether the moral ef- 
fect of epidemics is usuidly good, though 
that of this particular one may, for a sin- 
gular reason, be better than usual. The 
pest rouses fear for others rather than 
onesidf. Partly owing t(j the great pro- 
])oi-tion of escapes, partly, as we have 
s:;id, to the usualne.^s in the ,sym])toms ol 
th(! ilisease, men are fearing for their rel- 
atives anil their friends, and even their 
world, somotimes with an acutoness of 
pain which suggests panic ; but no man 
thinks that he himself will die of such a 
disorder. He expects bed, and it maybe 
snU'ering, but not a sentence. Wo can 
well conceive of a world made kindlier, 
and even more Christian, in cimseciuenee 
of this visitation, througli the gratituiie 
which escapes evoke ; but then, that is 
evidence in behalf of our doubt, for it is 
sympathy, not terror, which has been so 
passionately aroused. It is not wrong 
that men should bo warned frmn all the 
pulpits of the frail tenure by which we 
liold (Uir lives, for ii i truth can work mis- 
chief ; but those we exjiect great reforma- 
tions to bo produced by tho boating of the 
wings of the Angel of Death, reckon from 
little knowledge of tho history of man- 
Icind. It is not the functfoii of .A/.rael t( 
distribute nionlal healing.

As in tho case of tho body, 
exercise and food nre the basis of facial 
development. Late day skin doctors 

work from tho insido out to make ;i 
healthy complexion. A child shakes a 
lot of cut flowers over a garden bed and 
is delighted with tho prospect. Tho 
farmer tilLs tho soii, weeiLs it, feeds it, 
studies its lack and gives what it needs, 
then sows the seeds which grow and 
niultiidy to make a beautiful farm. 

Have you ever noticeil women who 
were much prettier when seen close by 
than when seen across tho room, and 
were younger looking in broad sunlight 
than in a gaslit room? This peculiarity 
j-on never find in children or girls mi tn 
eighti:en or twenty years of ago. it is 
because the textnro and color of tho 
skin havo been cared for to tho neglect 
of the foundation — the ficsh, muscle and 
tissue of the face. 

All have noticed the .difference be- 
tween tho arm of tho athlete and that of 
the iiiuii or woman who leads a perfect 
muscdeless life. Practice ballet dancing 
u year and behold tho growth in the 
si/.o of the calf of the leg. To come 
nearer homo, lay your arm on tho desk 
in tho attitude of writing. Place yonr 
tingi'i's upon the foi-earin and feel tlio 
motion of tho muscles as tho fingers 
move. You would soarwdy believe that 
anything so gentle could bo exercise, yet 
by actual mciisurcment tho right fore- 
arm of ^^•riters is a couple of inches 
larger than tho loft. Even bolow tho 
elbow a slight eiilargeinent is percepti- 
ble, and dressmakers aro obliged to al- 
low for this in tho dresaes of most wom- 
an writers. 

Under the sldn is a network of mus- 
cles and tissues which may bo so 
plumped out by exercise as to form a 
round, firm bed upon wliich tho skin 
stretched evenly must look smooth, and 
so long as the exercise is kept up wrin- 
kles, which indicato caving in or relaxa- 
tion of the ninselos, cannot occur. 

Facial nnissago is tho exercise of tho 
muscles of tho face by manipulation. 
Enough cannot bo said to encourage 
women in this practice of keeping them- 
selves young looking forever. Wonders 
may be worked by it. Tho more it is 
done tho quicker and greater tho im- 
provement. Little and often is better 
than llie reverse. Fifteen minutes three 
times a day is better than forty-five 
minutes at one sitting. Sit in a strong 
light. Work systematically. Persist— 
Iieraist. 

First moisten tho skin with a little 

pure cream jiroperly prepared by some 
rrdiablc clu-mist or specialist', or, in its 
absence, almond meal, or oil, cocoauut 
butter, hazolnut oil, or mutton tallow. 
Rub it well in with finger tips till the 
skin is quite plhalih;. Then commence 
with that disiignriiig line between the 
eyes wliich adils liv(,' years to yonr looks. 
S(luoezc, piiudi anil twist tho flesh— not 
the skin — betv.-ei>n the finger and thumb, 
gently stretching the flesh apart between 
two thumbs. Thence to the comers of 
the eyes, which treat in a .similar man- 
ner, then undor the ex'cs— not in the bid- 
low directly under the ry:\ ljut the little 
cushion of flesh below that — with a view 
of increasing the size of the muscles so 
that they shall stretch np into tho hol- 
low and fill it out. Catcdi the cushion 
tightly between the finger and thiiinb of 
both bauds and stretidi it apart — every 
time a musclo is stretched it grows. 

Also siiiilo h.ard, and pressing the 
raised cushion with tho finger tips so 
stretch the muscles till they are tired, 
also rub tho cushion from tho nose out- 
v.-ard. Tlionce to tho lino about the cor- 
ner of tho mouth. Shut tho teeth li;inl, 
press tho tbniiibs upon tho raised bunch 
in the center of the cheek, pushing the 
muscle over to fill the space. Hold the 
tongue firmly under tho line and iron it 
mit with till.' liall of tho haml. Double 
up tho Uesh ladween tho lingers and rub 
tho line out with the fingers; also p'ass 
the thumb inside the month and rub the 
flesh gently between finger and thuin!). 
Stretch, twist and pinch tho middle 
cheek till the llesli feels fired. 

The massage under tho chin is tho 
most dilliciilt part, and to bo properly 
(lone reiiuires that a second person 
shinild stand behind, and with the head 
jiressed against tho breast swoop tho 
Iialnis of tho h.and vigorously a]iart from 
tlie throat. This ijroi'enis eil he'r wrin- 
Iclos or llabbiiiess of tho lower jaw. 
Every trace of "chin fhip" may be re- 
moved by twisting on either side of tho 
loose skin and brnsbiiig tho lattin* 
lengthwise. Wlirr-'vcr a line is Kcon 
double it up and inni it out as a crease 
in satin. JNIako all rubbing motions 
toward tho ear outward. Counting is a 
valnablo aid to the mechanical exorcise; 
l.j twists, 15 stretches, 100 motions un- 
der tho eyes, etc. 

AL'is.sage has passed into tho articles of 
I^atti's creed. "Whenever I see a tiny 
lino appear I do not sleoj) till it is re- 
moved," she says. "I find tho squeezing 
around the corners of the eyes a certain 
preventive of crows' feet. Wo have suc- 
ceeded in working out five deeply sot 
linos wdiicli I had supposed were perma- 
nent." 

Without regularity and persistence 
any effort of this kind, as in athletics or 
music -practice, is but waste of time.

Tho 
smaller cities havo followed tho lead of 
tho larger ones, and now in towns and 
villages tho clubbable instinct is devel- 
oping. 

The increasing prominence given to 
the work of her sex in the weekly news- 
paper !ind family journal makes it pos- 
sible for tho woman who lives at tho 
crossroads to keep informed of her sis- 
tors' doings all over tho world, and ns 
bIio roads sho thrills in unison ^vith this 
reaching out of her kind. Sho asks her- 
self, "If tho native women of fiir off 
India can havo their Sorosis, why may 
not tho village and haiulot women ol 
America have'/" 

Tho village club in starting will do 
well to avoid being an outgrpwth of luiy 
one church society. Don't go to pieces 
in tho beginning on tho rock of sectari- 
anism. The church sociables and sew- 
ing societies havo their functions— the 
club, it will bo found, has one tpiilo dis- 
tinct from these. Nor is it necessary to 
await tho motion of tho oiio or two 
known and acce^pteil leaders which ev- 
ery community, small or great, holds. 

All}' woman can start a club any- 
whore. 

She has only to si)oak to a fow ol her 
friiuids and neighbors, appoint a day 
and place for a meeting to conoid r t he 
matter and tho progiiant firs', ■. ; 
over. 

If there is a collogo graduate anio:i ; 
tho women of your town, [lut her in a:< 
tho first president. She will be sure to 
know something of parliamentary nii:!i;e 
gained from attendance at hor college 
societies. It is recognized in New York, 
where women's clubs flourish wonder- 
fully, that the \'assar graduate makes 
tho best presiding ollicer. In default, 
however, of the collegebred woman, the 
few "points of order" needed to conduct 
tho moldings aro not dillicult to secure. 
Any member of tho village council will 
bo glad to enlighten roininine ignorance 
in this regard. 

And it is not positively neccsstiry that 
there should bo a president. A widl 
known and long established New York 
club has no president. Tho chair is 
tilled at every meeting by tho members 
in .alphabetical rotation. The jiapers are 
assigned in tho same way a month in ad- 
vance. For instance, Mrs. Adams is 
asked to prepare ono on one subject, with 

tho next Mrs. A ready as her alter- 

ntite v.-ith one on anotlier topic. Tho other 
members familiarize themselves with 
tho two topics, iirofei-enco being given 
of course to the lir.st. In this way tho 
club is always ready. If Mrs. Adams 
lias prepared her paper and is proventcti 
at the last moment from reading it, sho 
may designate some one to perform that 
ollico for her, thus preserving the rota- 
tion. 

Papers should bo limited to a reading 
length of twenty minutes. In tho dis- 
cussion which follows, five minutes to 
i.'acli spe;i];er onglil to secure a suliicient- 
I3' long speecdi. i'ivo or ten minutes is 
then accorded to the reader to answer 
arguments and suggestions that may 
havo been oH'orcd. The chair then 
briefly recapitiilates and gives what 
scorns to bo tho concensus of opinions 
oxin-essed. 

I'lu; object of tho reading and discus- 
sion is not to gJiin a victory so much as 
to get all phases possible of the question 
presented. 

Two hours is tho usual session of a 
clnl), except some of tho very large ones, 
whitdi need more time. 

The chair shinild keep a watch before 
her and ruthlessly cut down members' 
speeches and papers to the stated length. 
It is not considered rode to interrupt a 
moniber at any time if sho is transgress- 
ing. It has been s:!id that wr)nu'n can- 
not keep to their subject in conversation 
or argument, and unduubtedly tho habit 
of generalizing is peculiarly a feminine 
ono. A club, therefore, is n good place 
to practice overcoming this teiuh.'ucy, 
Thiiilc W(dl over your liveniinule sjieecli, 
and on a can! w liiidi uu\y bo held in the 
band jot down its heads and hold your- 
Sidf as clos(dy to tlioiii as possible. 

Don't make the scbemo of your club 
too similar to a Chautauqua circle. 
Practical (luostions ought to bo con- 
sidered iiloiig with literary ones, vil- 
lage abuses discussed and improvements 
suggested, homo topics regarded. As 
soon as a club is imdor way its members 
wnll discover what themes mo.st interest, 
and su(di it will bo wise to frecpiently 
consider. 

No member should shirk her share. 
Tho basis of membership should be a 
willingness to participate in allotted club 
work. 

If tho club is largo enough it is a good 
plan to divide it np into committees for 
each monthly iiu'eling during .-i season. 
The duties of t he conunittees will be to 
tako charge of the meeting assigned to 
them, ono long paper and ono or two 
short ones being furnished, and to tako 
the le'.ad in the discussion, opportunity 
of coui'se being given to the t!iitii-e club 
to participate briefly. It adds to the 
pleasure of a meeting to havo a suspen- 
sion of discussion for live or ten minutes 
;uid listen to a piece of music or a reci- 
tation. Siudi entertainment is pari of 
the service of the day's committoe. 

A final suggestion is that in the bo- 
ginning, if it is thought desirable, sister 
clubs in larger coininunitiea may be 
asked to send their papers for second 
readings. In this way models can bo 
studied and confidence gained until the 
club feels iible to stand alone.

Miss Lizetto W. Reese, Miss Katha- 
rino Pearson Woods and Mrs. Laurence 
Tumbull are tho threo ladies of Balti- 
more who have aspired to a seat in the 
literary pantheon. , The last named 
about two years jigo made her debut 
as an author with "A Catholic Man," a 
novel that received tho favorable notice 
of the critics. She has also written nu- 
merous articles and special "i)apors" for 
reading before literary circles. Rumor 
states that her ambition is far from be- 
ing satisfied, and that she intends pro- 
ducing more earnest work. Her social

the ample opportunities afloreled lier to 
study the methods, tho ways and tho 
lives of tho workingmen and women in 
the great nail shops, rolling mills and 
furnaces of thr.t wide a\v:ikc cit^- led 
her to investigate and then write upon a 
theme that inspires her whole being. 

Miss Reese is locally well known as 
one of tho most ellicient primary teach- 
ers in the pubHc schools of Baltimore.

She has been making rhymes 
since babyhood. Tho announcement was 
recently made by the Boston publishers 
of "Handful of L:ivender," poems by 
Lizotto Woodwortli Reese.
